houses women for up to 
five months. During that 
time, the women are ex¬ 
posed to a number of life¬ 
improving opportunities, 
according to Angela Nix, 
shelter director.

We have a class in 
employability, such as 
putting together a resume 
and work ethics,” she said. 
Mock interviews are also 
part of the course study

Nine small 
businesses 
destroyed 
in blaze 

■ Fire started 
early Saturday

NEWBURGH - It was not 
the start to Small Business 
Saturday that owners of 
shops in Newburgh’s Sha¬ 
ron Place shopping center 
had hoped for. 

By the time the sun 
came up Saturday morn¬ 
ing, the owners of nine 
businesses there found 
their stores reduced to 
smoldering rubble after 
a three-alarm fire raced 
through the shopping cen¬ 
ter located at the intersec¬ 
tion of State Street and 
Sharon Road. 

Around 60 firefighters 
from Newburgh, Chan¬ 
dler, Yankeetown and 
Ohio Township respond¬ 
ed to the fire reported at 
2:23 a.m. Saturday and 
battled the blaze for more 
than two hours. Assis¬ 
tant Newburgh Fire Chief 
Chad Bennett said the fire 
started in the central part 
of the shopping center and 
spread wildly throughout 
the rest of the building. 

Crews had difficulty ex¬ 
tinguishing the fire since 
flames had spread to the 
attic of one store and then 
crossed the firewall of a 
neighboring one. Bennett 
said the central location 
of the fire when it started 
made the fire more intense 
as it spread. 

John Erickson, a se¬ 
nior public information 
officer with the Indiana 
Fire Marshal’s Office, said 
Saturday afternoon that 
investigators will need a 
couple days to determine 
the cause of the fire as 
crews excavate the rubble. 
He said there did not seem 
to be any signs that would 
indicate the fire was of sus-

Madison Street closes to add sidewalk

A section of Madison Street will 
be closed all this week to install an¬ 
other big length of sidewalk between 
South Heights Elementary School 
and Green Street. 

Hazex Construction Co. will be 
closing the street beginning at 7 
a.m. Monday to install 450 feet of 
sidewalk and the closure will last 
through at least 5 p.m. Friday, ac¬ 
cording to Carson Cowan, engi¬ 
neering assistant with the city of 
Henderson. 


“The sidewalk will begin just south 
of Madison Court, go to the property 
line of South Heights School and does 
not connect with any other sidewalks 
at this time,” he said. 

The project is being funded with 
the city’s share of federal Commu¬ 
nity Development Block Grant funds 
as well as about $7,200 from the Hen¬ 
derson Housing Authority. 

The city has plans to build side¬ 
walk the entire length of Madison 
Street-Sand Lane between Green 
Street and the school. The section 
that will connect to the phase where 
work is currently beginning — be¬ 
tween Woodland Drive and Com¬ 


monwealth Drive — has already been 
funded, Cowan noted, “but we do not 
yet have the approval to proceed with 
construction.” 

The city is also planning on apply¬ 
ing for funding for about 900 feet of 
sidewalk between Green Street and 
Fairground Lane this spring, accord¬ 
ing to Assistant City Manager Wil¬ 
liam “Buzzy” Newman. 

The new sidewalk will be similar 
in appearance to the sidewalk built 
on Sand Lane between Woodland 
Drive and Fairground Lane in 2011. 
That sidewalk is six feet wide and 
separated from the road by curbs, 
gutters and a grass median. 


City to consider amending 
course manager’s contract

The Henderson City 
Commission will consider 
amending its contract with 
the manager of the mu¬ 
nicipal golf course when 
it meets Tuesday. 

The main changes are 
that Brandon Potts will 
no longer make lease pay¬ 
ments to the city, which 


have been $600 a month, 
and that he will be guar¬ 
anteed a monthly contrac¬ 
tor’s fee of $2,083. Potts 
was paid approximately 
$2,600 monthly for the 11 
slow weeks last winter, but 
that payment was a one¬ 
time benefit and expired 
at the end of February. 

The contract continues 
to make clear that Potts is

Bullying still a problem for students 


It was my fifth grade 
year at the old Seventh 
Street School here, and the 
smiling student walked up 
to me before class started 
one morning and said, “I’m 
going to beat you up at re¬ 
cess.” 

“Why?” I asked, truly 
stymied. I was a skinny 
little bookworm, and no 
threat to anyone. 

The girl, who was short¬ 
er than I but heavier and 
known to throw her weight 
around, just widened her 
grin and walked away. 

I sweated bullets. 

There was no doubt she 



could kick my fanny. 

Through misplaced 
pride, or afraid I’d get in 
trouble, I didn’t tell the 
teacher about the threat. 

Instead, I spent recess 
constantly looking over 
my shoulder and wonder¬ 
ing when the bully would 


strike. 

She didn’t lay a hand 
on me, instead apparently 
enjoying the psychological 
warfare. 

That was decades ago, 
but the single instance of 
bullying remains in my 
psyche. 

It would be great to 
report that kids aren’t 
still intimidating others 
through verbal, emotional, 
or physical bullying. 

But statistics show that, 
on average, one in every 
five students is bullied

‘Dallas’ star Larry Hagman dies in Texas after history of health problems

J.R. Ewing was a business cheat, 
faithless husband and bottomless 
well of corruption. Yet with his spar¬ 
kling grin, Larry Hagman master¬ 
fully created the charmingly loath¬ 
some oil baron — and coaxed forth 
a Texas-size gusher of ratings — on 
television’s long-running and hugely 
successful nighttime soap, “Dallas.” 

Although he first gained fame 
as nice guy Major Tony Nelson on 
the fluffy 1965-70 NBC comedy “I 
Dream of Jeannie,” Hagman earned 
his greatest stardom with J.R. The 
CBS serial drama about the Ewing 
family and those in their orbit aired 
from April 1978 to May 1991, and 
broke viewing records with its “Who 
shot J.R.?” 1980 cliffhanger that left 
unclear if Hagman’s character was 
dead. 

The actor, who returned as J.R. in 
a new edition of “Dallas” this year, 
had a long history of health problems 


and died Friday due to complications 
from his battle with cancer, his fam¬ 
ily said. 

“Larry was back in his beloved 
hometown of Dallas, re-enacting the 
iconic role he loved the most. Larry’s 
family and closest friends had joined 
him in Dallas for the Thanksgiving 
holiday,” the family said in a state¬ 
ment that was provided to The As¬ 
sociated Press by Warner Bros., pro¬ 
ducer of the show. 

The 81-year-old actor was sur¬ 
rounded by friends and family be¬ 
fore he passed peacefully, “just as 
he’d wished for,” the statement said. 

Linda Gray, his on-screen wife 
and later ex-wife in the original se¬ 
ries and the sequel, was among those 
with Hagman in his final moments in 
a Dallas hospital, said her publicist, 
Jeffrey Lane. 

“He brought joy to everyone he 
knew. He was creative, generous, 
funny, loving and talented, and I 
will miss him enormously. He was 


an original and lived life to the full¬ 
est,” the actress said. 

Years before “Dallas,” Hagman 
had gained TV fame on “I Dream of 
Jeannie,” in which he played an as¬ 
tronaut whose life is disrupted when 
he finds a comely genie, portrayed by 
Barbara Eden, and takes her home to 
live with him. 

Hagman also starred in two short¬ 
lived sitcoms, “The Good Life” 
(NBC, 1971-72) and “Here We Go 
Again” (ABC, 1973). His film work in¬ 
cluded well-regarded performances 
in “The Group,” “Harry and Tonto” 
and “Primary Colors.” 

Hagman was diagnosed in 1992 
with cirrhosis of the liver and ac¬ 
knowledged that he had drank heav¬ 
ily for years. In 1995, a malignant tu¬ 
mor was discovered on his liver and 
he underwent a transplant. 

After his transplant, he became an 
advocate for organ donation and vol¬ 
unteered at a hospital to help fright¬ 
ened patients.

Sheriff: Man opened fire on two deputies

FAIRHOPE, Ala. — The shoot¬ 
out that left one Alabama 
deputy sheriff dead and an¬ 
other in critical condition on 
Saturday began when they 
checked on a man at his mo¬ 
bile home and he opened fire 
on them, authorities said. 

Baldwin County Sheriff 
Huey Mack told AL.com 
that gunfire erupted Friday 
after Michael Jansen pulled 
a handgun on Deputy Scott 
Ward and his colleagues 
outside of Jansen’s Fairhope- 
areahome. 

Ward was fatally wound¬ 
ed after responding about 4 
p.m. with two other depu¬ 
ties to a family disturbance 
call at the residence. Depu¬ 
ties returned fire, killing 
Jansen. 

Ward, 47, was transport¬ 
ed by helicopter to Uni¬ 
versity of South Alabama 


Medical Center in Mobile, 
where he was pronounced 
dead. The second deputy 
remained in critical con¬ 
dition at the same hospital 
Saturday afternoon. The 
third deputy was not hurt. 

Mack did not release the 
names of the two surviving 
deputies. 

Jansen, 53, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

The county’s Major 
Crimes Task Force was in¬ 
vestigating the shooting, as 
was the department’s in¬ 
ternal affairs office. That is 
standard procedure when 
any officer is involved in a 
shooting. 

Mack said the initial 
inquiry suggests deputies 
followed procedure. 

The sheriff told AL.com 
that deputies approached 
Jansen on his porch to find 
out what prompted the ini¬ 
tial call.

A ring and a boot save ‘Miracle Girl’ 

■ Indiana State Fair stage collapse victim recovers from injuries

PENDLETON, Ind. - They identified 
her by her wedding ring and just 
one boot. 

Andrea Voss Vellinga — former 
Wright State volleyball player and 
wife of onetime Dayton Bomber de¬ 
fenseman Mike Vellinga — had gone 
to an outdoor concert at the Indiana 
State Fair to see Sugarland, the coun¬ 
try duo she loved. She had a pass for 
the Sugar Pit that got her right up 
next to the stage. 

Mike was working at the Carmel 
Ice Skadium that August evening in 
2011 and the couple’s young daugh¬ 
ter, Lydia, was with Andrea’s parents 
back home in Pendleton, a small, 
Norman Rockwell-type town some 
30 miles northeast of Indianapolis. 

It was while she was on Facebook 
that Sandi Voss, Andrea’s mom, first 
learned there had been an accident 
at the concert. She quickly turned on 
the television and saw the breaking 
news reports that chilled her: High 
winds from an approaching storm 
had collapsed the stage rigging into 
the crowd. Numerous people were 
hurt and some were feared dead. 

“It was really terrifying trying to 
grasp what had happened,” Sandi 
told the Dayton Daily News. “I called 
Mike and by then he’d heard from 
Andrea’s friends. They’d told him, 
‘We’ve gotten back together — but 
we can’t find her.’ One of the girls had 
been holding Andrea’s hand when 
they started running and then had 
lost her.” 

For a brief while, Sandi said she 
and her husband waited at home for 
the call that never came: 

“I felt if Andrea could talk, she’d 
be on the phone telling Mike she was 
OK. More and more I had the feel¬ 
ing something bad had happened, so 
we put Lydia in the car and headed 
straight to Methodist Hospital in In¬ 
dianapolis. It’s a Level I trauma cen¬ 
ter, and we’d heard the most severely 
injured were being taken there.” 

There was no record of Andrea’s 
admittance to Methodist, but a friend 
from Pendleton who was a social 
worker there said she’d check the 
Jane Does that had come in. 

“When she came back, she said 
she’d found someone, but the woman 
was in such bad shape she couldn’t 
recognize her,” Sandi said softly. 
“She asked what Andrea’s wedding 
ring looked like and when we de¬ 
scribed it, she said, ‘They’re getting 
her ready for surgery now.’” 

Seven people — including two 
women standing next to Andrea — 
would end up dying and 58 others 
were injured. 


Andrea was one of the most se¬ 
riously hurt. The right side of her 
skull was crushed, causing a trau¬ 
matic brain injury. 

She had other broken bones — in¬ 
cluding three vertebrae in her spine 

— and was comatose and unable to 
breathe on her own. 

“For three weeks it was touch 
and go,” Mike said quietly. “Right 
off, they told us with these types of 
injuries she might not survive.” 

As he and Sandi told the story the 
other day at the Vellinga home — a 
brick ranch across the street from a 
Methodist church and just a couple 
of blocks from Pendleton’s quaint 
downtown — Andrea sat on the liv¬ 
ing room couch and listened quietly, 
but a bit detached. 

Her left arm — a black brace 
strapped to the wrist and hand — 
lay across her lap. The pink helmet 
she must wear everywhere had been 
removed and set on the coffee table 
in front of her, enabling you to see 
the damaged right side of her skull 
which doctors haven’t yet been able 
to fully repair. 

When she first saw photos taken 
of herself without the helmet, An¬ 
drea said she reacted negatively: “I 
was like, ‘Oh gross. My head doesn’t 
look right.’. But I knew I had to ac¬ 
cept it. That’s how I look now. And I 
think people will understand.” 

And yet, people also see she has 
the same radiant beauty — espe¬ 
cially when she laughs — that she 
had before. 

“I don’t remember anything from 
the accident or my first weeks in the 
hospital,” she said. “A nurse from 
Methodist brought me flowers when 
I was at RHI (Rehabilitation Hos¬ 
pital of Indiana) and said, ‘These 
are for my Miracle Girl.’ I thought, 
‘What? Miracle Girl?’ I didn’t un¬ 
derstand. 

“She told me my intracranial pres¬ 
sure was so high they didn’t know 
if I was going to make it. . So now 
it makes sense. It is a miracle I sur¬ 
vived considering how badly I was 
hurt.” 

And that’s where the boot comes 
in. 

Besides the wedding ring, she was 
identified by the one brown cowboy 
boot she wore. 

“When I was growing up, we had 
horses,” Sandi said. “These boots 
belonged to my dad — her grandpa 

— and I’ve kept them. They’re small 
and when Andrea started going to 
country concerts, she asked if she 
could wear them. I said, ‘Sure, as 
long as you take care of them and 
bring them back.’” 

At this concert, Andrea took off 
one boot and handed it to her friend 


who was closest to the stage. She 
wanted her to set it up there so (Sug¬ 
arland star) Jennifer Nettles would 
sign it. 

When everything came crashing 
down, the girl holding the boot knew 
how important it was and hung onto 
it. Later she showed up at the hospi¬ 
tal with it. 

“That’s how we knew Andrea was 
wearing just one boot,” Sandi said. 
“So those boots really do have quite 
a story behind them now.” 

On this day, you could call it a 
Thanksgiving story. 

She never would have seen birth¬ 
day No. 31 — which was last May 
19 — were it not for two guardian 
angels who came out of the crowd 
when tragedy struck at the fair¬ 
grounds. 

“They were a young couple who’d 
bought their tickets at the last min¬ 
ute and were sitting high in the 
grandstand,” Sandi said. “When ev¬ 
erything fell up front, they rushed 
down to help. He’s a paramedic and 
she’s a surgeon. 

“The first person they came to 
was deceased and then they found 
Andrea. They got oxygen to her 
and then he literally chased down 
an ambulance, banged on the door 
and even though they already had a 
patient loaded, he convinced them 
to take Andrea because she was 
so bad. They rode with her to the 
hospital and definitely helped save 
her life.” 

As Andrea headed to surgery, 
medical staffers removed her wed¬ 
ding ring and handed it to Mike. 

“He kept it in his pocket every 
day after that,” Sandi said. “And 
then one day when Andrea still was 
only semiconscious he pressed the 
ring into her right hand. And even 
though she couldn’t really respond, 
she slowly worked that ring around 
in her hand and somehow managed 
to get it on the ring finger of her left 
hand, which she couldn’t move. 

“And you know, I saw that’s the 
same thing (Congresswoman) Gab¬ 
by Giffords did with her husband’s 
ring after she’d been hurt. That tells 
you about love.” 

Mike said that first night in the 
hospital he was approached about 
enrolling his wife in a cutting-edge 
experimental trial that uses the 
pregnancy hormone progesterone 
to reduce swelling and improve the 
memory of those with traumatic 
brain injuries. 

He agreed, and although they 
still don’t know if she received the 
drug or a placebo, they think she 
got the hormone because Andrea’s 
progress in many areas has been 
remarkable.

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Initiative seeks to stop 
elective premature births

LOUISVILLE - Health of¬ 
ficials have begun an ini¬ 
tiative to try and prevent 
elective premature births. 

The Courier-Journal re¬ 
ports partners in the ven¬ 
ture include the March of 
Dimes, the Kentucky De¬ 
partment for Public Health, 
the state’s Medicaid man¬ 
aged care organizations and 
several hospitals across the 
state. 

The Kentucky Hospital 
Association is also involved 
and has started a program 
designed to limit early elec¬ 
tive deliveries to 3 percent 
or less by the end of next 
year. The goal was set by 
the U.S. Centers for Medi¬ 
care and Medicaid Services. 

KHA project director, 
nurse Donna Meador, says 
the KHA network has 16 
hospitals that are part of the 
project. She said the average 
rate now for elective prema¬ 
ture births at participating 
hospitals in her network is 
12 percent. 

“It could be either (the 
mother or the doctor). If 
you have a woman who is 
very uncomfortable,” she 
may want to give birth be¬ 
fore she reaches 40 weeks, 


which is how long preg¬ 
nancy is supposed to last, 
Meador said. “The doctor 
might say, 'We’ll go ahead 
and induce you.’ “ 

Previously, experts 
thought of babies between 
37 and 39 weeks gestation 
as full term and not at risk 
for complications. Eliza¬ 
beth Cobb, vice president 
of health policy at KHA, 
said now experts know 
that babies keep developing 
through the last few weeks. 

“I am very proud of the 
work of these hospitals that 
are doing their part to ed¬ 
ucate the public as to why 
the last few weeks of preg¬ 
nancy are critical to proper 
development of a baby’s 
vital organs, including the 
brain and lungs,” Meador 
said. 

Premature babies are 
more prone to have prob¬ 
lems feeding and sleeping 
when they are young and 
problems with learning and 
behavior as they grow. 

Cobb said she hopes all 
51 hospitals in the state par¬ 
ticipate in the initiative or 
a similar one to cut down 
on the number of elective 
deliveries so that differ¬ 
ent practices don’t confuse 
families.

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Future tied to broadband coverage

Being connected to our 
community used to mean 
something very different. 
No longer do we rely solely 
on the morning paper and 
the evening broadcast to 
deliver our news. We now 
expect it instantly, on 
whatever device we have, 
wherever we are, at what¬ 
ever time we choose. 

That’s a monumental 
shift. We expect technol¬ 
ogy to keep up with our 
needs and desires for ac¬ 
cess to knowledge. 

In similar fashion, busi¬ 
nesses, education systems 
and health care indus¬ 
tries have become more 
dependent on wireless 
broadband access. Access 
enables us to use new tech¬ 
nologies, connect to com¬ 
munities across the world, 
prepare our youth for the 
future and deliver bet¬ 
ter health care that saves 
lives. 

Kentucky has been 
slower to adapt than other 
states. There are still areas 
of the commonwealth that 
have limited or no access 
to broadband, including 
portions of Western Ken¬ 
tucky. If we are to compete 


in the global marketplace, 
we must close these cover¬ 
age gaps and ensure that ev¬ 
ery Kentuckian has access 
to the same opportunities 
wireless broadband affords. 

Although more than 90 
percent of Kentuckians 
have access to the Internet, 
far too many rural areas 
experience spotty or slow 
connections. Until this is 
reconciled, Kentucky’s busi¬ 
nesses, schools and citizens 
face a competitive disadvan¬ 
tage. 

So what must Kentucky 
do? 

First, we must ensure 
state laws are in accor¬ 
dance with the modern 
world. The Kentucky 
Chamber’s 2012 Jobs 
Report found that our 
outdated telecommuni¬ 
cation laws and overly 
burdensome regulatory 
atmosphere have stifled 
investment and limited 
our ability to compete 
with surrounding states. 
The report suggests that if 
Kentucky were to update 
archaic laws, it would im¬ 
prove its attractiveness to 
new businesses and subse¬ 


quently, more jobs. 

If these regulatory bar¬ 
riers are not removed, 
Kentucky stands to miss 
opportunities that will go 
to other states that have 
modernized their laws to 
welcome the networks of 
the future. Kentucky risks 
moving backward in edu¬ 
cation, economic develop¬ 
ment and job creation while 
neighboring states are mov¬ 
ing forward and leading 
through innovation. 

Any barriers that pre¬ 
vent communication 
providers from investing 
in a more robust wireless 
infrastructure should be re¬ 
moved to provide better ac¬ 
cess to educational oppor¬ 
tunities through the use of 
technology. Kentucky must 
relieve communications 
providers of the require¬ 
ment to invest in outdated 
copper networks. Requir¬ 
ing providers to invest in 
copper wire technology 
is like requiring automak¬ 
ers to build wagons just in 
case somebody wants to 
use them. 

Lawmakers should be 
setting goals rather than 


stipulating specific tech¬ 
nologies. 

That is precisely why 
Citizens for a Digital Fu¬ 
ture has launched a Ken¬ 
tucky chapter. CDF works 
to advocate for the needs 
of those who deserve a 
fully connected, digital 
future. CDF has partnered 
with Chamber Leadership 
Initiatives for Northwest 
Kentucky, or C-LINK, 
an advocacy alliance of 
12 chambers in 10 north¬ 
west Kentucky counties, 
to support public policies 
that encourage transpar¬ 
ency, broad deployment 
and robust enhancement 
of broadband and digital 
technologies. 

We encourage lawmak¬ 
ers to promote ideas that 
put Kentucky in line with 
the modern world of com¬ 
munications and that help 
bring wireless broadband 
access to the entire com¬ 
monwealth. We must act 
quickly. Kentucky’s future 
depends on it.

Will he or won’t he? 
Only President Barack 
Obama knows for sure, 
but it certainly looks as if 
he’s ready to take on Senate 
Republicans and nominate 
Susan Rice, ambassador to 
the United Nations, as his 
next secretary of state. Is it 
worth the bluster and oppo¬ 
sition that is sure to follow? 
At this point, I think not. 

I say that not because 
Republican Sens. John 
McCain of Arizona and 
Lindsey Graham of South 
Carolina attacked Rice 
and her potential can¬ 
didacy for that office. In 
fact, the specter of these 
two Senate powerhouses 
threatening to filibuster 
her nomination before 
the president has sent her 
name to Capitol Hill came 
off as bullying and over¬ 
bearing. It made me feel 
sorry for her, initially. 

The two men are on a 
crusade over the Beng¬ 
hazi debacle; they want to 
downgrade public opinion 
on the Obama adminis¬ 
tration’s handling of the 
bombing of our consulate 
there. They are relentless¬ 
ly politicizing the deaths 
of four State Department 
personnel, including Am¬ 
bassador J. Christopher 
Stevens. They want to get 
to the bottom of why our 
small, remote consulate 
outpost didn’t have a U.S. 
Marine security guard de¬ 
tachment. Fair enough. But 



the truth is such outposts 
are rarely given this type 
of high-level security. Am¬ 
bassadors in conflict zones 
know the risks involved 
when they travel to them. 

Pounding Rice for mis- 
characterizing the attack 
on two Sunday morning 
talk shows as not related to 
terrorism (which, it turns 
out, it was) seems like two 
elephants stomping on one 
ant. It is more than a mite 
of overkill. 

The real problem with 
Rice is her reputation. I do 
not think we want a person 
prone to nasty outbreaks 
serving as secretary of 
state, our diplomat-in¬ 
chief. In a town where all 
politicians have enemies 
and grudges aplenty, 
Rice is particularly well 
equipped in this unfortu¬ 
nate regard. She has, for 
example, been described 
as “famously” raising her 
middle finger at American 
diplomat Richard Hol¬ 
brooke while she was an 
assistant secretary of state 
during the Clinton admin¬ 
istration. This took place 
at a meeting that staffers 


described 
as particu¬ 
larly stormy 
and appall¬ 
ing. Imagine 
the conse¬ 
quences if 
she similarly 
lost control at 
international 
meetings or 
diplomatic 
sessions. 

They could 
be horrible. 

A col¬ 
umn by the 
Washington 
Post’s Dana 
Milbank recounts many 
similar instances. He says 
Rice was among the first 
former Clinton adminis¬ 
tration staffers to defect 
from Hillary Clinton to 
the Obama campaign in 
the 2008 Democratic pri¬ 
mary. She criticized Clin¬ 
ton’s positions on Iran and 
Iraq as critical judgments 
that Clinton got wrong. 

Milbank also recounts 
that when McCain ran for 
president in 2008, Rice 
mocked McCain’s trip to 
Iraq (strolling around the 
market in a flak jacket), 
called his policies “reck¬ 
less,” and said “his ten¬ 
dency is to shoot first 
and ask questions later. 
It’s dangerous.” At least 
her remarks came from 
an expert perspective, 
she having committed 
similar political sins. 


Milbank’s list of Rice’s 
faux pas goes on and on. 

Obama’s recent leap to 
Rice’s defense shows he is 
or was putting her at or 
near the top of his list of 
candidates for secretary 
of state. 

She is said to be close to 
him and that is an asset. 

She is clearly scary- 
smart, and that is an asset 
as well, as is her impres¬ 
sive record in the field of 
foreign affairs. 

But all that said, none 
of her glossy credentials 
would be worth the pain 
and damage she might in¬ 
flict on U.S. relations with 
another country or coun¬ 
tries if she repeated one of 
her outbursts while repre¬ 
senting our interests. 

The president, of all 
people, should know 
this.

I’ve since come to wear 
that label as a badge of 
pride, and by the time 
you’re through reading 
this I think you’ll under¬ 
stand why. 

Williams was an old- 
school newspaper man, 
the kind of hard-bitten 
journalist who sported a 
green eyeshade, drank like 
a fish, smoked like a chim¬ 
ney, and no doubt cussed 
like a sailor. And if he were 
editing this column he’d 
boot me in the pants for 
stringing together three 
cliches in a row. 

He was a Henderson boy 
and a graduate of the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky, but 
his first job out of school 
was working the state 
capital beat for United 
Press International in Co¬ 
lumbus, Ohio. From there 
he went to Charleston, 
W.Va., where he managed 
the state office for UPI. He 
eventually wound up as 
the night editor on the UPI 



cable desk in New York 
City, where in 1950 he had 
the distinction of alerting 
the world that the Com¬ 
munists had crossed the 
38th parallel and opened 
the bloody minuet that we 
now know as the Korean 
War. 

All the information in 
that preceding paragraph 
comes from a Francele 
Armstrong column pub¬ 
lished in The Gleaner 
March 29,1956. The news 
peg for that column was 
that Williams had been 
named editor of the Sun¬ 
day news review section 
of the New York Times. 
It also noted that his most 
enjoyable assignment to 
date had been covering 
the Security Council of 
the United Nations. 

It’s not clear how long 
he stayed at the New York 
Times, because he was 
again at UPI before he 
landed back in Henderson 
in 1962 and was hired by 
The Gleaner as a special 
assignment reporter. And 
he reported the hell out 
of this town. Henderson 
has a city manager largely 
because of the problems 
Williams shined a big 
spotlight on in late 1962. 

He wrote about 20 sto¬ 
ries in November and 
December of 1962 and 
probably the most rep¬ 
resentative headline is 
this one: “Henderson has 
drifted into government 
by crony.” His first story 
on Nov. 1 told how the Fire 


Department lacked a copy 
of the city’s latest water 
line maps. It was followed 
the next day with the tale 
of how city employees 
were pocketing the pro¬ 
ceeds of corn grown on 
city-owned land next to 
Fairmont Cemetery. A 
few days later there a story 
about how the city trea¬ 
surer had the privilege of 
reading his own gas meter. 

The story about crony¬ 
ism, which appeared Nov. 
8, pointed out that de¬ 
mocracy “is an awkward, 
homemade thing” and that 
“if the voting public is not 
looking or caring, we are 
in serious trouble.” 

By mid-November 
there had been stories 
about contractors earn¬ 
ing “unusual profits at the 
expense of the taxpayer” 
with no documentation, 
employees disgruntled 
about favoritism in the 
way city raises were dis¬ 
tributed, and bookkeeping 
so sloppy someone could 
have stolen half the city’s 
treasury and no one would 
have been the wiser. 

The city had repeated¬ 
ly ignored the reasonable 
advice of its own auditor, 
Williams noted, and Com¬ 
missioner James Williams 
conceded in a Nov. 16 story 
that the municipal ship 
of state was foundering. 
“We’ve got to come to the 
city manager,” he said. 
“We’ve got to have some¬ 
body with no ax to grind 
who can tell city employ¬ 
ees what to do without 
worrying about the politi¬ 
cal angle.” 

And the stories just 
kept hammering home. 
Williams accused the city 
of “buying things it really 
doesn’t need with money it 
really doesn’t have.” That’s 
the type of tart tongue that

led some to characterize 
Williams’ effort as a “Com¬ 
munist crusade” against 
the upstanding city fa¬ 
thers. But the vast majority 
of people snapped up The 
Gleaner, causing circula¬ 
tion figures to soar and be¬ 
ginning a groundswell of 
voices calling for change. 
The editorial page of Nov. 
28 said Henderson resi¬ 
dents were kidding them¬ 
selves if they thought a $1 
million enterprise could 
be managed on a part-time 
basis by a mayor and two 
commissioners. 

As December dawned 
the city commission decid¬ 
ed to hire its auditor, James 
N. Neel Sr., to try to whip 
the city’s books into shape, 
as well as make some other 
changes. “No city official 
or city employee is sus¬ 
pected of fraud,” the Dec. 1 
story said. But Mayor Rob¬ 
ert Posey told the Rotary 
Club that “belittling slurs 
and insinuations” were 
hurting the city in its an¬ 
nexation efforts and the 
recruitment of industry. 

The Gleaner’s editorial 
page responded on Dec. 
9 by pointing out that in 
most instances Williams 
was reporting hard facts, 


not insinuations. By the 
end of the month the Hen¬ 
derson Chamber of Com¬ 
merce decided to study 
the idea of switching to 
the city manager form of 
government. That’s ex¬ 
actly what the city voters 
authorized in November 
1963 by a margin of 1,995 
to 952. It went into effect 
the first of 1966. 

But Williams may have 
stoked too hot a fire. He 
was kicked upstairs to 
manage the newspaper in 
Wheaton, Ill., The Gleaner 
reported May 8, 1963, al¬ 
though he apparently was 
back in town the follow¬ 
ing March because that’s 
when his second wife di¬ 
vorced him. “He had a nice 
disposition when he was 
not drinking,” she testified 
in a deposition. 

My colleague Judy Jen¬ 
kins remembers Harry 
Williams fondly as “a hell 
of a newspaper man,” and 
in a 1980 column she re¬ 
counted the way he would 
greet people who mistak¬ 
enly called his house at 
429 Center St. He would 
extemporaneously begin 
telling the wrong-number 
callers outlandish stories 
about the person they had 
asked for. “Mildred has 
abandoned her family and 
run off to be a go-go danc¬ 
er” is the way he slandered 
one 67-year-old woman. 

He continued to do re¬ 
porting for The Gleaner 
and was the main edito¬ 
rial writer for years until 
he retired in the late 1970s. 
He died June 25,1980 at the 
age of 61. 

“Harry could be brutally 
honest, but he could also 
be the most unselfish, to¬ 
tally loving friend in the 
world,” Jenkins wrote a 
few days after he died. 

One final note about 


Harry Williams: Back in 
the 1980s I picked up a used 
copy of the 1944 edition of 
Oswald Garrison Villard’s 
classic review of American 
journalism called “The Dis¬ 
appearing Daily.” It’s signed 
by Harry Williams, and he 
used one of his early UPI 
clippings from West Vir¬ 
ginia as a bookmark, but 
it took me a long time to 
figure out who Harry Wil¬ 
liams was. I like to think 
that a little of his spirit in¬ 
spired me in reaching for 
the journalistic heights. 

100 YEARS AGO 

Henderson men work¬ 
ing at constructing Dam 48 
lost their ride to the work 
site when the daily boat 
stopped running, which 
caused 22 men to quit The 
Gleaner reported Nov. 17, 
1912, but the firm building 
the dam decided to begin 
operating its own boat, the 
Nov. 26 edition noted. 

75 YEARS AGO 

The nude bodies of a 
man and woman from 
Smith Mills — Paul Utley 
and Ella Brantley — were 
found in a tourist cabin one 
mile south of Henderson, 
The Gleaner reported Nov. 
23,1937, and an all-day in¬ 
quest failed to determine 
the cause of death. The 
cause later was found to 
be carbon monoxide. 

25 YEARS AGO 

Rachel Palmer, a carri¬ 
er for The Gleaner, saved 
three lives when she dis¬ 
covered a fire at the home 
of Ira and Dorothy Fulker¬ 
son of Niagara and alerted 
them, The Gleaner report¬ 
ed Nov. 28,1987.

Holiday 
steals sales 
from Black 
Friday

Thanksgiving shopping 
took a noticeable bite out 
of Black Friday’s start to 
the holiday season, as the 
latest survey found retail 
sales in stores fell slightly 
from last year. 

Saturday’s report from 
retail technology company 
ShopperTrak finds con¬ 
sumers spent $11.2 billion 
at stores across the U.S. 
That is down 1.8 percent 
from last year’s total. 

This year’s Friday re¬ 
sults appear to have been 
tempered by hundreds of 
thousands of shoppers 
hitting sales Thursday 
evening while still full 
of Thanksgiving dinner. 
Retailers including Sears, 
Target and Wal-Mart got 
their deals rolling as early 
as 8 p.m. on Turkey Day. 

Online shopping also 
may have cut into the take 
at brick-and-mortar stores: 
IBM said online sales rose 
17.4 percent on Thanksgiv¬ 
ing and 20.7 percent on 
Black Friday, compared 
with 2011. 

Yet ShopperTrak said 
retail foot traffic increased 
3.5 percent, to more than 
307.67 million store visits, 
indicating at least some 
shoppers were browsing 
but not spending freely. 

“Black Friday continues 
to be an important day in 
retail,” said ShopperTrak 
founder Bill Martin. “This 
year, though, more retail¬ 
ers than last year began 
their doorbuster deals on 
Thursday, Thanksgiving 
itself. So while foot traf¬ 
fic did increase on Friday, 
those Thursday deals at¬ 
tracted some of the spend¬ 
ing that’s usually meant for 
Friday.”

Pope Benedict XVI re¬

Shiites mark holiday 
at renovated shrine 

KARBALA - It is the most 
impassioned day of the 
year for Shiite Muslims 

— Ashoura, when one of 
the faith’s most revered 
figures, Imam Hussein, 
was martyred in battle. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
Shiites who flocked to his 
resplendent, gold-domed 
shrine to commemorate 
him Saturday found the 
site has radically changed. 

The shrine of Imam 
Hussein, the grandson of 
the Prophet Muhammad, 
is seeing its most extensive 
renovation since the 17th 
century. The construction 
is part of a push by Iraq’s 
Shiite rulers to reinvigo¬ 
rate sacred shrines long 
neglected under former 
dictator Saddam Hussein, 
reflecting the community’s 
steadily growing pride and 
power since the fall of 
their nemesis. 

Now worshippers find 
the shrine’s minarets 
coated in gold and — in 
the most dramatic change 

— the sweeping plaza sur-

NEW YORK - Superstorm 
Sandy plunged some immi¬ 
grants living illegally in the 
U.S. into darkness and even 
deeper into the shadows.

Not everyone is happy 
with the changes. Five 
experts on the shrine, in¬ 
cluding three who advised 
on individual parts of the 
renovation, say the drama 
of the shrine has been lost. 

AFGHANISTAN 

Student killed in 
university clash 

KABUL -Sunni and Shiite 
students clashed at Kabul 
University on a Shiite holy 
day Saturday, and Afghan 
authorities say that one 
person was killed. 

Gen. Mohammad Za- 
hir, director of the crimi¬ 
nal investigation division, 
said police were trying to 
assess why the fight that 
broke out in the afternoon, 
killing one student and 
wounding six others. 

An Associated Press 
reporter at the scene said 
Shia and Sunni students 
started fighting, and by 
evening, several hundred 
more people joined the 
melee, fist-fighting and 
throwing stones at each 
other. He said eyewit¬ 
nesses at the scene said 
the clash was related to 
Ashoura, the commemo¬ 
ration of the 7th century 
death of the Prophet Mu¬ 
hammad’s grandson. 

Afghan leaders went to 
the site to try to calm the 
crowd. Abdul Azim Nur- 
bakhsh, a spokesman for 
the Ministry of Higher Ed¬ 
ucation, said late Saturday 
that classes at the univer¬ 
sity had been canceled for 
the next 10 days. Damage 
was reported to buildings 
at the university. 

Other gatherings mark¬ 
ing Ashoura in the Afghan 
capital were peaceful. 
Some Sunni extremists 
consider Shiite ceremonies 
to be heretical.

DOHA, Qatar - During a 
year with a monster storm 
and scorching heat waves, 
Americans have experi¬ 
enced the kind of freakish 
weather that many scien¬ 
tists say will occur more 
often on a warming planet.

42 buildings wrecked 
by gas explosion 

SPRINGFIELD - Preliminary 
investigations show more 
than 40 buildings were 
damaged in a natural gas 
explosion in Massachu¬ 
setts that injured 18 peo¬ 
ple, building inspectors 
said Saturday. 

A strip club was flat¬ 
tened, and a day care cen¬ 
ter was heavily damaged 
in the massive explosion 
Friday night in Springfield, 
one of New England’s big¬ 
gest cities. 

No one was killed in the 
explosion. 

Investigators were try¬ 
ing Saturday to figure out 
what caused the blast that 
could be heard for miles, 
left a large hole in the 
ground where the multi¬ 
story brick building hous¬ 
ing Scores Gentleman’s 
Club once stood and scat¬ 
tered debris over several 
blocks. 

Preliminary reports 
show the blast damaged 
42 buildings housing 115 
residential units, said 
Thomas Walsh, spokes¬ 
man for Springfield Mayor 
Domenic Sarno. 

Three buildings were 
immediately condemned, 
and 24 others require ad¬ 
ditional inspections. 

The utility will keep 
at least 30 workers at the 
scene, along with a so- 
called sniffing car mount¬ 
ed with sophisticated 
gadgets capable of detect¬ 
ing low levels of gas leaks, 
Walsh said.

Clown collapses, dies 
at Macy’s parade 

NEW YORK - A clown suf¬ 
fered a fatal collapse in 
front of spectators at the 
Macy’s Thanksgiving Day 
Parade in New York City. 

Robert Blasetti, 67, went 
into cardiac arrest as he 
made balloon animals at 
Sixth Avenue and West 
39th Street on Thursday. 
He was pronounced dead 
at a hospital. 

Spokesman Orlando Ve¬ 
ras said Macy’s was “sad¬ 
dened to report” that a pa¬ 
rade marcher had suffered 
a medical emergency. He 
declined to say whether 
the man was a Macy’s em¬ 
ployee. 

Also, a civilian New 
York Police Department 
worker also became fatally 
ill during the parade. He 
suffered an apparent heart 
attack while hooking up a 
vehicle to be towed off the 
parade route at West 57th 
Street and Sixth Avenue.

Uganda 
urges give, 
take with 
M23, Congo

SAKE, Congo - Regional 
leaders meeting in Uganda 
on Saturday called for an 
end to the advance by M23 
rebels toward Congo’s capi¬ 
tal, and also urged the Con¬ 
golese government to sit 
down with rebel leaders as 
residents fled some towns 
for fear of more fighting be¬ 
tween the rebels and army. 

The leaders called on 
M23 rebels to vacate the city 
of Goma within two days 
and for local police recently 
disarmed by the rebels “to 
be rearmed so that they re¬ 
sume duty,” according to a 
statement issued by the re¬ 
gional bloc called the Inter¬ 
national Conference on the 
Great Lakes Region. 

M23 is made up of hun¬ 
dreds of officers who desert¬ 
ed the Congolese army in 
April. Since then the rebels 
have occupied vast swaths 
of territory in mineral-rich 
eastern Congo. The rebels 
accuse Congo’s government 
of failing to honor the terms 
of a 2009 peace deal that 
incorporated them into the 
national army. 

M23 leaders insist they 
will attempt to capture the 
Congolese capital of Kin¬ 
shasa if Congo’s President 
Joseph Kabila does not ne¬ 
gotiate directly with them. 

The regional bloc en¬ 
couraged Congo to “lis¬ 
ten, evaluate and resolve 
the legitimate grievances 
of M23,” according to the 
statement out of Uganda’s 
capital, Kampala. 

Leaders for the rebel 
movement said they were 
in Uganda on Saturday, 
however, Ugandan offi¬ 
cials said M23 representa¬ 
tives were not invited to 
the summit.

Women control the ballot box

WASHINGTON - Sorry, fel¬ 
las, but President Barack 
Obama’s re-election 
makes it official: Women 
can overrule men at the 
ballot box. 

For the first time in re¬ 
search dating to 1952, a 
presidential candidate 
whom men chose decisive¬ 
ly — Republican Mitt Rom¬ 
ney — lost. More women 
voted for the other guy. 

It’s surprising it didn’t 
happen sooner because 
women have been voting 
in larger numbers than 
men for almost three de¬ 
cades, exit polls show. 

But men, who make up 
less than half the U.S. pop¬ 
ulation, always have exer¬ 
cised power greater than 
their numbers and they 
aren’t about to stop now. 

When it comes to elec¬ 
tions, males as a group are 
more influential because 
they show less party loy¬ 
alty than women, who 
skew Democratic. 

Despite all the focus 
on candidates courting 
Hispanics or the working 
class, men are the nation’s

It’s not a big gap, but 
it is statistically significant, 
about 4 percentage points 
or 5 points in many studies, 
Kellstedt said. As a group,

“We work with them on 
self-sufficiency and self-es¬ 
teem,” Nix said. “They are 
pretty down on themselves 
... we work to build them 
backup.” 

The shelter does not 
take women involved in 
domestic-abuse situations. 
Nix said the shelter doesn’t 
have the security to handle 
the issues that often accom¬ 
panying domestic abuse. 

The Shelter for Women 
and Children is the only 
women’s shelter in Hen¬ 
derson. 

The Harbor House has 
the distinction of being the 
only shelter for men in Hen¬ 
derson. 

Jim Litsey, operations 
manager at the Harbor 
House, said those living at 
the facility “are given a pe¬ 
riod of time to find employ¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Once they have a job, 
they pay $45 a week in rent. 

The Harbor House insti¬ 
tuted this policy in an effort 
“to teach responsibility” to 
their clients. 

Men needing assistance 
from The Harbor House are 
facing different situations, 
Litsey said. 

“Some who come here 
have mental issues. They 
are on disability. They 
have addiction issues or 
have had some bad luck,” he 
said.“(The Harbor House) is 
not a rehab facility.” 

Like the women’s shelter 
in Henderson, the Harbor 
House offers life-improving 
opportunities, encouraging 
residents to start a savings 
account and lending sup¬ 
port to “help them rebuild 
their lives.” 

In addition, “there are 
three mandated Bible stud¬ 
ies a week,” he said. 

The Harbor House aver¬ 
ages 19 residents, he said. 

When the two shelters in 
Henderson are full, people 
can contact other area shel¬ 
ters in Owensboro and in 
Evansville. 

Women in domestic 
abuse situations can reach 
out to a Kentucky organiza¬ 
tion called Oasis. 

“Oasis is the only do¬ 
mestic violence shelter in 
the Green River Area De¬ 
velopment District,” said 
Jill Faulkner, executive di¬ 
rector. 

“We have a shelter in 
Daviess County and out¬ 
reach offices in Henderson, 
Union, Ohio and Daviess 
counties.” 

“We treat domestic vio¬ 
lence, and we are a licensed 
drug/alcohol treatment 
program,” she said. “We’ve 
found that domestic vio¬ 
lence and substance abuse 
go hand-in-hand.” 

Faulkner said the Oasis 
shelter in Owensboro is a 
60-bed facility. 

“The average stay is six 
months, but some have re¬ 
mained up to two years,” 
she said. “We are really 
close to being full most of 
the time,” Faulkner added. 

If a woman is homeless, 
but is not involved in a 
domestic-abuse situation, 
she doesn’t meet the crite¬ 
ria to be housed at Oasis, 
Faulkner said. Men are also 
not housed at Oasis. 

Those not eligible to stay 
at Oasis are referred to oth¬ 
er shelters. 

Among the shelters in 
Owensboro are Boulware 
Mission, which is available 
to men and women; The 
Daniel Pitino Shelter, which 
serves women and families; 


parental reports of bully¬ 
ing, it’s “not uncommon” 
to find that the bullied 
youngster hasn’t told any 
of the school system’s per¬ 
sonnel about the abuse. 

She noted there is al¬ 
ways room for improve¬ 
ment, and she believes a 
community bullying sup¬ 
port group could be very 
helpful. 

Bullying has lots of 
faces, and one Henderson 
educator recalls a child¬ 
hood teacher who bullied 
some of the students who 
already were facing hard¬ 
ships. 

The teacher reportedly 
told one girl, “You’re fat,” 
and pointed his finger 


and St. Benedict’s, which is 
available for men. 

Evansville also has sev¬ 
eral shelters. Among them, 
the United Caring Shelters, 
which has facilities for men 
and women, and Albion 
Fellows Bacon Center, the 
YWCA, the Evansville Res¬ 
cue Mission and the House 
of Bread and Peace. 

The YWCA and Albion 
Fellows Bacon Center are 
shelters for women in¬ 
volved in domestic abuse 
situations. 

The YWCA also houses 
single women who are not 
involved in domestic situa¬ 
tions. The House of Bread 
and Peace takes single 
women and women with 
children. 

The Evansville Rescue 
Mission is a shelter for men. 

With these shelters and 
even more available, the 
question remains: Are they 
enough? 

Officials working with 
the homeless population 
say a major problem is the 
lack of affordable housing. 

“The biggest unmet 
need in this area is afford¬ 
able housing,” said Kimron 
Reising, executive director 
for United Caring Shelters 
Inc. “A person needs to be 
making at least $12 an hour 
in a full-time job to be able 
to afford fair market rate 
housing ... Until there is a 
higher entry-level wage 
and lower-cost housing 
available, there will never 
be enough shelter beds.” 

Litsey said there’s a need 
for more shelters for women 
and children or family shel¬ 
ters. 

“I get calls morning, noon 
and night from women with 
children who have no place 
to go,” he said. “If there’s a 
need, it’s for a family shelter. 
It’s imperative. I can’t tell 
you how many calls I’ve re¬ 
ceived ... I don’t know where 
they go.” 

“We have to turn people 
away, sometimes 50 or 60 
a day,” said Helen Morris, 
who works at the House of 
Bread and Peace, a shelter 
for women and children in 
Evansville. 

“I think it would be ben¬ 
eficial to have a domestic 
abuse shelter (in Hender¬ 
son), another women’s shel¬ 
ter or even a family shelter 
because sometimes families 
have to split up with Dad 
going to the Harbor House 
and Mom coming here,” 
Nix said. “It’s a double 
whammy.” 

“(Henderson) doesn’t 
have many resources for 
those who don’t have is¬ 
sues” related to domestic 
abuse or substance abuse, 
said Mary Dunham with 
the Henderson Christian 
Community Outreach. 

In addition to the Shelter 
for Women and Children, 
“We need a place for single 
women where they can get 
help getting a job and get¬ 
ting on their feet,” Dunham 
said. 

“We have people contact 
us because they hear we 
are a shelter,” said Candice 
Perry, director of the Albion 
Fellows Bacon Center in 
Evansville, a shelter only for 
women who are in domestic 
abuse situations. 

“If they’re outside of our 
eligibility requirements 
we try to work with agen¬ 
cies to connect them with 
a shelter so they’re not liv¬ 
ing on the street,” she said. 
“It’s a struggle, a continuous 
struggle, to find a shelter be¬ 
cause the shelters are full. 
There is the reality that ev¬ 
ery agency on the list is full. 

“The woman who doesn’t 
have children or domestic 
issues... who doesn’t fit the 
abuse shelter (criteria) or 
the rehab shelter (criteria) 
... her options are limited,” 
Perry said. “I think those are 
the groups falling through 
the cracks, and I’m not sure 
where they’re landing.” 


at others and said, “You 
won’t graduate.” 

Some psychiatrists 
have said that bullies 
themselves often have 
low self-esteem and try 
to overcome it by harass¬ 
ing others. 

The mom who wrote 
to me surely wishes her 
son’s tormentors would 
get some counseling. 

She dreams of the day 
her boy, “will feel good 
about himself, have that 
‘I’m a happy kid’ sparkle in 
his eyes, and realize that 
he is a wonderful young 
man.”

An experienced team 
will help usher in the Tyler 
Smithhart era at Hender¬ 
son County. 

The Colonels return 
four starters from a team 
that finished 18-15 and 
lost to eventual champion 
Hopkinsville in the semi¬ 
finals of last year’s Second 
Region Tournament. 

Smithhart, who was 
the head coach at Chris¬ 
tian County last season, 
knows full well the ex¬ 
pectations at Henderson 
County, where he gradu¬ 
ated in 2002. 

“By the end of the sea¬ 
son, we should be one of 
three or four teams that 
are in the hunt for a region 
championship. At a school 
of this size and this pres¬ 
tige, that has to be your 
goal,” Smithhart said. 

Though experienced, 
Smithhart’s lineup is still 
mostly young. Of the four 
returning starters, two are 
juniors and one is a sopho¬ 
more. 

Even with the four re¬ 
turning starters, there’s 
lots of playing time avail¬ 
able on a squad that ex¬ 
pects depth to be one of 
its strengths. 

“Depth could be the 
difference for us. To beat 
some of the teams on

our schedule, we need to 
make our depth a factor,” 
said Smithhart, who has 
16 players on his varsity 
roster. Most all of them 
could see significant play¬ 
ing time, especially early 
in the season. 

“By the end of season, 
I’d like to establish a rota¬ 
tion, but that could include 
10 or 12 guys,” he said. 

Guard Rick Armstead 
heads up the five mem¬ 
bers of the senior class 
after averaging 5 points a 
game as a starter at guard 
last season. The team’s 
primary deep threat on 
offense, Armstead has im¬ 
proved his shot selection. 


“He’s beginning to learn 
the difference between 
a good shot and a great 
shot,” Smithhart said. 

The combination of ju¬ 
niors Cain Cooper and Ka¬ 
leb Duckworth return as an 
inside force for the Colonels. 
Duckworth, a 6-3 forward, 
averaged 11 points and led 
last year’s team in rebound¬ 
ing at 6 per game. Cooper, a 
6-5 center who is the defend¬ 
ing state pole vault cham¬ 
pion, shot 54 from the field 
and averaged 6 points per 
game. Smithhart noted the 
intelligence of both players. 
“That’s important in an of¬ 
fense that’s based on motion 
principles,” he said. 

Sophomore forward Da¬ 
vid Simmons rounds out 
the returning starters af¬ 
ter averaging 6 points and 


3 rebounds last year. “He’s 
becoming an all-around 
player, not just an offen¬ 
sive player. He’s playing 
defense with a high level of 
intensity,” Smithhart said. 

The starting point 
guard position is up for 
grabs. Sophomore D.J. 
Washington is the most 
experienced of the con¬ 
tenders. His speed makes 
him a factor in the Colo¬ 
nels’ defensive pressure. 
Junior Isaac Carter started 
the team’s first scrimmage 
against Graves County. 

Sophomore Brady Nor¬ 
man also saw significant 
minutes in the scrimmage 
at the point and could also 
play the two guard. 

Senior Jalen Grimes 
saw significant minutes 
and some starts last year 


but is largely a role player. 
“He has embraced his role 
as a defensive player and 
rebounder. He can be ef¬ 
fective in this offense be¬ 
cause he makes great cuts. 
You’re not going to find a 
more coachable young 
man than Jalen Grimes,” 
Smithhart said. 

Senior Corey Sanners, 
who transferred from 
Evansville North, could be 
another defensive special¬ 
ist like Grimes. Despite be¬ 
ing 6-5, Sanners is more of a 
perimeter player and could 
create matchup problems. 

Hunter Comer, a 6-2 se¬ 
nior, will back up Cooper 
and Duckworth in the post. 
“Hunter is a glue guy. Even 
though he’s undersized for 
a post player, he’s gritty and 
tough,” Smithhart said. 


Smithhart calls Chad 
Sellars, a 6-5 senior, one of 
the team’s most improved 
players. He’s stronger and 
has improved his shot and 
his foot work. 

Sophomore guard D.J. 
Smith is close to breaking 
into the starting lineup, 
Smithhart said. “He’s one 
of the best shooters I’ve 
coached. I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised to see him play him¬ 
self into a lot of minutes.” 

Bryce Crowley, another 
sophomore and an outside 
scoring threat, could be valu¬ 
able against pressure defens¬ 
es. “He’s excellent at handling 
pressure,” Smithhart said. 

Sophomore Richard 
Carter may need to some 
time to get into basketball 
shape following football 
season.

The Lady Colonels 
didn’t graduate any seniors 
from a team that finished 
25-4 and lost to eventual 
champion Hopkinsville in 
the semifinals of the Sec¬ 
ond Region Tournament. 

Still veteran coach Jeff 
Haile will give a largely 
new look to the 2012-13 
edition of the Lady Colo¬ 
nels. 

Some of that is out of 
necessity. The team’s most 
experienced inside player 
Brooke Tapp is likely to 
miss most of the season 
after tearing her ACL 
during summer play with 
the Evansville Basketball 
Academy. 

Looking to make up 
Tapp’s 13.8 point and 8.1 
rebound per game aver¬ 
age, the Lady Colonels will 
have to go small. 

Also gone from last 
year’s lineup is guard 
Mercedes Pruitt, who was 
a two-year starter. She 
and younger sister Gabby,

who saw some time off 
the bench, transferred to 
Bowling Green. 

Henderson County still 
returns plenty of big-game 
experience led by senior 
forward Ellie Fruit, who 
is a four-year starter. 

“She got a taste of play¬ 
ing in the state tournament 
as an eighth-grader and 
a freshman, and I know 
she’d like to go back,” 
Haile said. 

Fruit, who averaged 14.3 
points per game last year, 
has continued to expand 


her game. “She’s improved 
her overall game. She’s a 
better defensive player 
and a better passer. She’s 
still a deep threat, but she’s 
picked up her game in all 
aspects,” Haile said. 

Fruit and Tapp are the 
team’s only two seniors. 
In the best case scenario, 
Tapp could return late in 
the season. “It would be a 
bonus if we got her back,” 
Haile said. 

The Lady Colonels did 
play the entire summer 
without the 5-9 Tapp and 
were able to make adjust¬ 
ments. 

The team didn’t have 
another of its experienced 
interior players this sum¬ 
mer. Breya Cooper, who 
averaged 11.6 points and 
4.7 rebounds, underwent 
surgery in March for a torn 
meniscus. “She’s still only 


at 75 or 80 percent. It may 
be midseason before she’s 
at full strength,” Haile said. 

Cooper uses her 
strength and quick first 
step to play bigger than 
her 5-6 frame. 

Maci Brown, a 5-7 soph¬ 
omore, returns as a starter 
at guard after averaging 7.0 
points and 3.8 rebounds 
and gives the Lady Colo¬ 
nels another outside 
threat. “She had a great 
summer for us,” Haile said. 
“She really has a nose for 
the ball. She’s a good re¬ 
bounder even though she 
lacks size.” 

Kacie Wallace, a 5-6 
sophomore, has two years 
of varsity experience and is 
another 3-point threat. “She 
has developed the ability to 
take the ball to the hole bet¬ 
ter,” said Haile, who added 
that her defensive intensity 


is important to the team. “If 
we’re going to be a pressing 
team, she will be a key for 
us on defense.” Wallace av¬ 
eraged 3.5 points per game 
last year. 

Callie Francis is another 
sophomore guard who had 
some starting experience 
last year. At 5-7, Francis 
could even see playing 
time at the four spot. “She 
could play four different 
positions for us,” Haile 
said. He expects her to 
increase her 2.6 scoring 
average from last year. 

Freshman Samantha 
Carter will move into the 
starting point guard role 
after starting there on the 
J V team last year and with 
the varsity throughout the 
summer. A key component 
of Henderson County’s 
pressure defense, the 5-6 
Carter will have the job 


of harassing the opposing 
point guard. “She has su¬ 
per speed and long arms. 
She can put pressure on 
the other team’s point 
guard,” Haile said. 

DeAsia Outlaw will 
probably pick up most of 
the playing time in the 
post in Tapp’s absence. 
The sophomore plays 
much taller than her 5-9 
frame, Haile said, and will 
play the point on the press 
to take advantage of her 
long arms and quickness. 

MiKayla Gilbert, a 5-9 
freshman, will also help 
the team inside. “She’s 
strong and has the ability 
to help out on the boards,” 
Haile said. Gilbert, who 
has been slowed by a sore 
back, still has to get in 
basketball condition fol¬ 
lowing volleyball season, 
Haile said. 


This could be the last season for Second Region basketball as we know it 


Changes are looming, 
and this could be the last 
season for the Second Re¬ 
gion as we know it. 

The opening of Mc¬ 
Cracken County next 
fall, which will fold three 
schools (Heath, Lone Oak 
and Reidland) into one 
will reduce the number of 
schools in the First Region 
to 14. 

It’s possible two Second 
Region teams (probably 
Livingston Central and 
Lyon County) will move 
into the First Region. The 
Second Region currently 
has 15 teams so if the KH- 
SAA wants to maintain 16 



teams per region, three 
schools could shift into the 
Second, possibly McLean 
County and Muhlenberg 
County from the Third 
and Todd Central from 
the Fourth. 

The KHSAA may have 
different plans entirely 
but there’s little doubt that 


changes are coming. 

What won’t change this 
season is the list of usual 
contenders in the Sec¬ 
ond Region. Henderson 
County expects to be in 
the middle of both the boys 
and girls races. 

The Colonels haven’t 
won a region title since 
1999 but expect to be in 
contention as always. A 
grueling schedule that in¬ 
cludes numerous Saturday 
shootouts could help pre¬ 
pare the team. 

“This is one of the 
toughest schedules 
Henderson County has 
played,” said coach Tyler 


Smithhart, who inherited 
the schedule from previ¬ 
ous coach Mark Starns. 
The Colonels will tangle 
with many of the regional 
favorites from across the 
state — Apollo from the 
Third, Bowling Green and 
Warren Central from the 
Fourth, John Hardin and 
Elizabethtown from the 
Fifth and Collins from the 
Eighth. 

“It will help us in the 
end, but we’re going to 
take some bumps along 
the way,” Smithhart said. 

The Colonels will have 
only 10 home games and 
only three before Febru¬ 


ary. “I do hate it for our 
fans. I wish they could be 
seen more because this is 
going to be a fun team to 
watch,” Smithhart said. 

Henderson County will 
certainly be road-tested 
by the time the postseason 
rolls around. Hopkinsville 
returns four starters from 
its regional championship 
team and will play the re¬ 
gional on its home floor. 
Look for Christian County, 
Union County, University 
Heights and Madisonville 
to be in the mix. 

Hopkinsville also won 
the girls region title last 
year and does have three 


starters back but also has 
a new coach. Livings¬ 
ton Central returns four 
starters from the region 
runner-up team and has 
a height advantage over 
most of the region. 

Henderson County 
coach Jeff Haile expects 
Christian County, which 
had a pair of transfers 
from a team that was 14- 
14, to be the best team in 
the region. 

Though putting a young 
squad on floor, Hender¬ 
son County could be good 
enough to get back to Did¬ 
dle Arena for the first time 
since 2010.

nique Smith, who averaged 
nine points, and 5-10 sopho¬ 
more center Ayla Hendrick¬ 
son, who was good for about 
seven points a contest.

Newton about to enter With many back, Lady Trojans 
first rebuilding season Primed for something special

Entering his second 
season as Webster County 
Trojans coach, Jon Newton 
is not the same guy he was 
in 2011. 

“I’m a little more patient 
this year,” he said. “And I 
think that’s a good thing 
with a young team.”

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. - Ken¬ 
tucky couldn’t send Joker 
Phillips out as a winner. 

Tyler Bray went 20- 
of-34 for 293 yards with 
four touchdown passes 
Saturday as Tennessee 
defeated Kentucky 37-17 
in a Southeastern Con¬ 
ference matchup that pit¬ 
ted a lame-duck coach 
against an interim coach. 
The game drew an an¬ 
nounced crowd of 81,841 at 
Neyland Stadium, though 
it appeared no more than 
60,000 fans were actually 
in attendance. 

Phillips finished his 
three-year tenure as Ken¬ 
tucky’s coach with a 13-24 
record after being told 
Nov. 4 that he wouldn’t re¬ 
turn next season. Tennes¬ 
see offensive coordinator 
Jim Chaney served as the 
Volunteers’ interim coach 
in place of Derek Dooley, 
who was fired Sunday 
after going 15-21 in three 
seasons. 

“It was a hard-fought 
game,” Phillips said. “I’ll 
tell you this, the one thing 
I’m most appreciative of 
is how the players have 
handled the last three 
weeks. Originally, I didn’t 
want to be a distraction 
and make them go through 
this. I wanted those guys 
to have their time. One 
of the reasons why is you 


think, ‘How can I push 
these guys? Why will they 
listen to me?’ We’ve got 
good kids. And I’m so ap¬ 
preciative of the way they 
handled it.” 

Kentucky had trounced 
Football Championship 
Subdivision program Sam- 
ford 34-3 last week in its 
first game since Phillips’ 
firing. The Wildcats dear¬ 
ly wanted to give Phillips 
a proper sendoff by beat¬ 
ing Tennessee for a second 
straight season. 

One of the biggest high¬ 
lights of Phillips’ Kentucky 
tenure was a 10-7 victory 
over Tennessee last year 
that ended the Vols’ 26- 
game winning streak in 
this annual series. 

“It was very important 
for us players, especially 
after how much he gave 
to this program and how 
much he put into it,” Ken¬ 
tucky tailback Jonathan 
George said. “Not only 
him, but the seniors and 
the other coaches as well. 
We know all those guys 
put a lot into this program 
from the time they’ve been 
here. It would have been a 
great feeling to send those 
guys out in great fashion, 
especially beating Ten¬ 
nessee.” 

Tennessee instead 
helped Chaney make the 
most of his brief stint as 
the Vols’ man in charge. 

“At the beginning of the 
week, it was a little rugged, 


no question,” Chaney said. 
“Dealing with change is 
difficult, but as the week 
progressed, by Friday, I 
thought we were close to 
being ready to go play a 
football game. How they’ll 
react in an environment of 
an SEC ballgame was what 
I was unsure about, but I 
felt when we got the ball 
(on the game’s opening 
drive) and scored, I felt 
pretty comfortable.” 

Bray had plenty to do 
with that. 

The junior quarterback 
threw touchdown passes 
to four different receivers 
Saturday and ended up 
throwing for 3,612 yards 
and 34 touchdowns this 
season, the second-highest 
yearly total by any Tennes¬ 
see quarterback in either 
category. Peyton Manning 
threw for 3,819 yards and 
36 touchdowns in 1997. 

Bray and junior wide re¬ 
ceivers Justin Hunter and 
Cordarrelle Patterson now 
must decide whether to re¬ 
turn to Tennessee for their 
senior seasons or enter the 
NFL Draft. 

All three are projected 
to get taken in the first two 
rounds if they choose to 
turn pro. None was will¬ 
ing to make any announce¬ 
ments Saturday. 

“Who knows?” Bray said 
in response to a question 
about whether this might 
have been his last game at 
Neyland Stadium. 


George ran for a 45-yard 
touchdown and La’Rod 
King caught 10 passes for 
78 yards for the Wildcats. 
Kentucky quarterback 
Jalen Whitlow went 29- 
of-45 for 225 yards with 
one touchdown pass and 
no interceptions. 

Tennessee led 20-7 in 


the second quarter before 
George’s touchdown and 
Craig McIntosh’s 29-yard 
field goal made it 20-17. 
Tennessee put the game 
away late in the third 
quarter when Bray threw 
a 29-yard touchdown pass 
to Mychal Rivera and a 
21-yarder to Patterson.

BOWLING GREEN -Antonio 
Andrews ran for 230 yards, 
including the game-win¬ 
ning 21-yard touchdown, 
as Western Kentucky beat 
North Texas 25-24 Satur¬ 
day. 

The win snapped a 
three-game losing streak 
for the Hilltoppers (7-5, 
4-4 Sun Belt Conference) 
and clinched their second 
straight winning season. 

Andrews set up the win¬ 
ning touchdown with a 53- 
yard run. Two plays later, 
the junior ran right, broke 
two tackles and scored 
with 3:30 to play. 

The Mean Green (4-8, 
3-5) finished with a los¬ 
ing record for the eighth 
straight year. 

Andrews overcame two 
second-half fumbles to ac¬ 
cumulate 323 all-purpose 
yards. He leads the nation 
in all-purpose yards with 
2,979 and could pass Bar¬ 
ry Sanders’ single-season 
record of 3,250, set with 
Oklahoma State in 1988, 
if Western Kentucky is 
picked for a bowl game. 

“Antonio’s done so 
much for us this year,” 
coach Willie Taggart said. 
“We definitely weren’t go¬ 
ing to go away from him 
(after the fumbles). 

“Antonio knew he had to 
go out and make it up for 
the team. Sure enough, he 
made up for it.” 

Andrews’ touchdown 


capped a fourth-quarter 
comeback from a 24-10 
deficit for the Hilltoppers, 
who were previously 0-14 
under Taggart when trail¬ 
ing after three quarters. 

The comeback began 
with 12:44 to play when 
safety Jonathan Dowl¬ 
ing intercepted a Derek 
Thompson pass and took it 
39 yards down the sideline 
for a touchdown. 

After a botched snap on 
the ensuing extra point, 
North Texas led 24-16. 

On the Mean Green’s 
next possession, Will At- 
terberry shanked a 20- 
yard punt, setting up the 
Hilltoppers with good field 
position at the 50. 

Western Kentucky 
worked the ball into field 
goal range and Garrett 
Schwettman’s 27-yarder cut 
North Texas’ lead to 24-19. 

After forcing a three- 
and-out, the Hilltoppers 
went 78 yards in three 
plays, culminating in An¬ 
drews’ touchdown run. 

“This is the first time in 
a long time we’ve stayed 
positive during adversity,” 
Taggart said. “It paid off 
for us.” 

The Hilltoppers stopped 
North Texas on fourth- 
and-3 at the Mean Green’s 
35 on their next posses¬ 
sion, sealing the win. 

Western Kentucky 
quarterback Kawaun Jakes 
finished 14-of-29 for 173 
yards with a touchdown 
and an interception. 


■ UConn wins 
23-20 as QB 
injures wrist

LOUISVILLE - Louisville’s 
second straight loss is a 
minor concern compared 
to Cardinals’ quarterback 
Teddy Bridgewater’s abil¬ 
ity to play the rest of the 
season. 

Bridgewater injured 
his non-throwing left 
wrist while being sacked 
late in the second quarter 
Saturday against Con¬ 
necticut. But he returned 
with 4:55 remaining in the 
third quarter and orches¬ 
trated a game-tying, 92- 
yard drive ending with a 
6-yard touchdown pass to 
DeVante Parker to force 
overtime. 

The Huskies won 23-20 
in the game’s third extra 
period on Chad Christen’s 
30-yard field goal. Con¬ 
necticut cornerback Blidi 
Wreh-Wilson’s intercep¬ 
tion of Bridgewater set up 
the game-winning kick. 

Bridgewater also came 
out of the game in the 
first overtime with a left 
ankle issue but returned 
to throw a 25-yard touch¬ 
down to Parker on the first 
play of the second extra 
frame. 

“The leg injury is fine,” 
Louisville coach Charlie 
Strong said after the game. 
“I would say he either frac¬ 
tured or broke his wrist.” 

Bridgewater finished 
the game 30 of 53 for 331 
yards and two touch¬ 
downs. He was receiving 
treatment after the game 
and unavailable for com¬ 
ment. 

While his teammates 
went to the locker room 
at halftime, Bridgewa¬ 
ter went for an X-ray and 
came back to the sidelines 
as the second half began, 
with his left arm in a cast. 

Bridgewater operated 
solely out of the shotgun 
after the wrist injury but 


Strong said his sophomore 
signal caller would be able 
to play in five days in the 
game that should deter¬ 
mine the Big East title. 

“He’s a tough soldier. I 
know he’ll be out there for 
this last game,” wide re¬ 
ceiver Damian Copeland 
said. “He just showed me 
how much he wants it.” 

The Cardinals (9-2, 
4-2 Big East Conference) 
dropped their second 
straight after their first 
9-0 start in school history. 

But the team’s pre¬ 
season goal of a BCS bowl 
bid is still possible with a 
win Thursday at first-place 
Rutgers. 

“We’re still alive. Rut¬ 
gers ends up getting beat 
today so we’re still alive,” 


Strong said of the Scarlet 
Knights’ 27-6 loss at Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

The Huskies’ defense 
made a 10-0 lead stand 
for more than three quar¬ 
ters before the Cardinals 
regrouped in the fourth 
behind Bridgewater. Al¬ 
though Louisville out- 
gained Connecticut 401- 
241, the Huskies made the 
stand they needed at the 
right time. 

“We were just looking 
for a few points in the sec¬ 
ond half and weren’t able 
to come up with points in 
the third and fourth quar¬ 
ters,” Connecticut coach 
Paul Pasqualoni said. “I 
thought our guys hung in 
there on pride and with 
character and how hard 


they fought in this game.” 

Bridgewater was sacked 
four times along with the 
game-changing intercep¬ 
tion. 

Louisville, which lost 
leading rusher Senorise 
Perry two weeks ago with 
a torn ACL, gained 27 
yards rushing. 

“The way we were 
blocking, no running back 
could have been a differ¬ 
ence-maker,” Strong said 
of being without Perry. 

For Connecticut, stop¬ 
ping the run was nothing 
new. 

The Huskies entered 
the game with the nation’s 
ninth-ranked defense and 
was No. 11 against the run 
at 108 yards allowed per 
game.

23,2013. 

“I have great respect for 


coach Smith, and I thank 
him for the sincere com¬ 
mitment he has shown our 
program,” Long said. “He 
made a difficult decision 
in uncertain times to re¬ 
turn from his alma mater 
to guide the young men in 
our football program, and I 
will always be grateful for 
his efforts.”

Vikings looking to put squeeze 
on Chicago Bears’ quarterbacks

The lasting image from 
the Bears’ trip to San Fran¬ 
cisco was 49ers defensive 
end Aldon Smith running 
amok. 

And now Chicago’s bat¬ 
tered offensive line gets 
to face Jared Allen, Chad 
Greenway and the Vikings 
on Sunday at Soldier Field. 

No, Minnesota (6-4) is 
not in San Francisco’s class 
for creating mayhem with 
a physically imposing de¬ 
fense. But the way the 
Bears (7-3) are blocking — 
make that NOT blocking 
— for their quarterbacks, 
just about any team will be 
a major challenge, whether 
it’s Jay Cutler back from a 
concussion, or backup Ja¬ 
son Campbell on the field. 

“You’re going to play a 
great team on their home 
field, a place that we’ve 
struggled at,” Greenway 
said. “But this is a new 
year, a new team. And I 
think we’re going to have 
a focus going in there that 
we’re going to give our¬ 
selves a chance. 

“It’s going to take our 
best effort. It’s going to 
take our best game of the 
year to win out there this 
week.” 

To get that win, the Vi¬ 
kings figure to emphasize 
their ace, Adrian Peterson, 
and the running game, 
while fitting in throws to 
Percy Harvin, who also 
is having a strong season. 
They must be careful not 
to fall victim to Chicago’s 
ball-hawking defense, 
which did little against the 
49ers, but otherwise has 
been brilliant. The Bears 
have seven interception 
returns for TDs and have 
forced 30 turnovers, the 
most in the league. 

■ San Francisco at 
New Orleans: As in¬ 
triguing as any game on 
the schedule for many 
reasons. 

The 49ers could get 
back quarterback Alex 
Smith from a concussion, 
but with the way Colin 
Kaepernick performed 
in a rout of the Bears on 
Monday night, it’s uncer¬ 
tain who will get the call 


from coach Jim Harbaugh. 

Regardless, it’s the San 
Francisco defense that 
could decide things. If the 
49ers can put pressure on 
Drew Brees and the in¬ 
creasingly dynamic Saints 
offense — Aldon Smith 
leads the NFL with 15 
sacks — they could control 
matters. But New Orleans 
has won three straight and 
five of six, and Brees could 
become the third player 
with 30 TD passes in five 
seasons. 

■ Buffalo at India¬ 
napolis: Were the Colts 
exposed at New England 
last Sunday in their 59-24 
defeat, or was it simply a 
case of Indy not being able 
to play with the big boys 
yet? 

“Once you sit down and 
watch the film, the critiqu¬ 
ing and the criticism, and 
once that happens, you 
sort of flush it and real¬ 
ize it’s on to the next one,” 
Andrew Luck said. “If this 
was the last one of the 
season and you’re done, 
it would sting a lot more.” 

Luck has five 300-yard 
passing games to set an 
NFL mark by a rookie. His 
2,965 yards passing are 
the most by an NFL rookie 
through 10 games. 

■ Green Bay at N.Y. 
Giants: The last time they 
met, New York eliminated 
a 16-1 Packers team from 
the playoffs. At Lambeau 
Field. 

The Giants will need to 
rekindle the overwhelm¬ 
ing pass rush that was de¬ 
cisive in that game, plus 
get Eli Manning back on 
track. He’s struggled the 
last two weeks, both loss¬ 
es, and hasn’t played par¬ 
ticularly well in a month. A 
better running game also 
would help him. 

Green Bay, though, has 
five straight victories and 
is tied with Chicago atop 
the NFC North. In his past 
seven games, Aaron Rod¬ 
gers has 24 touchdowns, 
four interceptions and a 
117 QB rating. 

■ Atlanta at Tampa 
Bay: Atlanta lost for the 
first time two weeks ago, 
then needed to rally to beat 
Arizona. The Falcons have 
won six of the past seven 


meetings with the Bucs, 
but those were different 
Tampa teams. This one 
is as potent on offense as, 
well, Atlanta. 

Buccaneers rookie Doug 
Martin already has rushed 
for 1,000 yards and seven 
touchdowns. 

■ Baltimore at San Di¬ 
ego: The Ravens will have 
star safety Ed Reed as they 
seek their fourth succes¬ 
sive victory and eighth in 
nine games. His one-game 
suspension for illegal hits 
was overturned on appeal 
and instead he was fined 
$50,000. 

Reed and the Baltimore 
defense haven’t played 
close to the level of previ¬ 
ous standards, but did have 
a strong performance in 
taking charge of the AFC 
North last week at Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

■ Pittsburgh at Cleve¬ 
land: Plax is back in Pitts¬ 
burgh.

Peyton Manning needs 
one victory, something 
he’s likely to get against 
the collapsing Chiefs who 
have dropped seven in a 
row, to have the second 
most by a starter in league 
history. He would move 
ahead of his current boss, 
John Elway. 

■ Oakland at Cincin¬ 
nati: With two consecu¬ 
tive victories, the Bengals 
have revitalized their sea¬ 
son. A schedule that in¬ 
cludes San Diego, Dallas 
and Philadelphia after the 
Raiders has them salivat¬ 
ing about their chances 


of making the postsea¬ 
son.

Oakland, loser of three 
in a row, has former Ben¬ 
gals QB Carson Palmer, 
the first overall draft pick 
in 2003 who still holds Cin¬ 
cinnati marks for career 
completion percentage 

(62.9) and passer rating 

(86.9) . It will be Palmer’s 
first time facing the Ben¬ 
gals since he forced a trade 
to Oakland last year for a 
first-round and second- 
round pick. 

■ Carolina at Philadel¬ 
phia: No, the NFL can’t 
flex games to the prime¬ 
time broadcast on Mon¬ 
days, so viewers are stuck 
with two of the league’s 
biggest flops. 

Carolina thought it 
would build off Cam New¬ 
ton’s sensational rookie 
season, but instead of siz¬ 
zling it has fizzled. 

No worse than the Ea¬ 
gles, though.

Notre Dame takes spot in title game 


■ Unbeaten Irish top 
Southern Cal, 22-13

Theo Riddick rushed 
for 146 yards and a touch¬ 
down, Kyle Brindza kicked 
five field goals, and No. 1 
Notre Dame secured a spot 
in the BCS championship 
game with a 22-13 victory 
over Southern California 
on Saturday night. 

Everett Golson passed 
for 217 yards as the Fight¬ 
ing Irish (12-0) completed 
their first perfect regular 
season since 1988, earning 
a trip to Miami on Jan. 7 
to play for the storied pro¬ 
gram’s first national title in 
24 years. 

Although they did little 
with flash on an electric 
night at the Coliseum, the 
Irish woke up more echoes 
of past Notre Dame greats 
with a grinding effort in 
this dynamic intersec¬ 
tional rivalry with USC 
(7-5), which has lost three 
of four. 

■ No. 2 Alabama 49, 
Auburn 0: AJ McCarron 
passed for four touch¬ 
downs and Eddie Lacy 
rushed for 131 yards and 
two scores in the most 
lopsided Iron Bowl in 64 
years. 

The Crimson Tide (10- 
1,7-1 Southeastern Confer¬ 
ence) clinched the West¬ 
ern Division title outright 
and a spot in the confer¬ 
ence title game against No. 
3 Georgia with the winner 
likely getting a national 
championship shot. 

■ No. 3 Georgia 42, 
Georgia Tech 10: Aaron 
Murray threw two touch¬ 
down passes, Todd Gurley 
and Keith Marshall each 
ran for a pair of TDs, and 
Georgia stayed right in the 
thick of the national cham¬ 
pionship race. 

The Bulldogs (11-1) ex¬ 
tended the domination of 


the Yellow Jackets, beating 
their state rival for the 11th 
time in 12 meetings. This 
one was a laugher from 
the start as the home team 
scored just over a minute 
into the game, built a 28-3 
halftime lead and was up 
42-3 before Georgia Tech 
(6-6) scored its lone TD. 

■ No. 4 Ohio State 26, 
No. 20 Michigan 21: Car¬ 
los Hyde ran for 146 yards 
and Ohio State’s defense 
shut out Michigan in the 
second half to complete a 
12-0 season. 

It was a sweet win for 
the Buckeyes, just 6-7 last 
season with a loss to their 
archrivals in a transitional 
year in which they were 
facing heavy NCAA pen¬ 
alties. After Urban Meyer 
took the job as head coach 
a year ago, they were 
socked with a bowl ban 
after this season — and 
still ran the table. 

■ No. 5 Oregon 48, No. 
16 Oregon St. 24: Kenjon 
Barner ran for 198 yards 
and two touchdowns de¬ 
spite leaving the game for 
a time with an injury. 

De’Anthony Thomas, 
who helped picked up the 
slack while Barner was on 
the sidelines, ran for 122 
yards and three scores for 
the Ducks (11-1,8-1). 

■ No. 6 Florida 37, No. 
10 Florida State 26: Mike 
Gillislee ran for two touch¬ 
downs and the Gators beat 
their rivals to stay in the 
national title hunt. 

Florida regained the 
lead 23-20 on Gillislee’s 
37-yard run with 11:01 left 
in the final period on the 
first play after Florida 
State’s EJ Manuel fumbled, 
his fourth turnover of the 
game. Gillislee finished 
with 140 yards rushing. 

■ No. 9 Texas A&M 
59, Missouri 29: Johnny 


Manziel threw for 372 
yards and three touch¬ 
downs and ran for two 
more scores. 

The Aggies (10-2, 6-2 
SEC) scored touchdowns 
on their first six drives to 
build a 42-7 halftime lead 
and coast to their first 10- 
win season since 1998. 

■ No. 11 Stanford 35, 
No. 15 UCLA 17: Stepfan 
Taylor rushed for 142 yards 
and two touchdowns, Kev¬ 
in Hogan passed for 160 
yards and another score, 
and Stanford won the Pa- 
cific-12 Conference North 
title and a rematch with 
the Bruins in the confer¬ 
ence championship game. 

The Cardinal (10-2, 8-1 
Pac-12) found out about 10 
minutes before the open¬ 
ing kickoff that No. 5 Or¬ 
egon (11-1, 8-1) had beaten 
No. 16 Oregon State 48-24, 
meaning they had to win 
to qualify for another shot 
at UCLA — a game Stan¬ 
ford will host next Friday. 

■ No. 13 South Caroli¬ 
na 27, No. 12 Clemson 17: 
Backup quarterback Dylan 
Thompson threw for three 
touchdowns, Jadeveon 
Clowney had 4 Vi sacks 
and South Carolina won its 


fourth straight over Clem¬ 
son as Gamecocks coach 
Steve Spurrier became the 
school’s victories leader. 

Thompson got the call 
for the Gamecocks (10-2) 
because starter Connor 
Shaw sprained his left foot 
last week against Wofford. 
And the Gamecocks soph¬ 
omore made the most of it 
with TD passes of 13 and 
6 yards to Bruce Ellington 
and 34 yards to Ace Sand¬ 
ers. 

■ No. 14 Oklahoma 51, 
No. 22 Oklahoma State 

48: Landry Jones threw for 
500 yards and three touch¬ 
downs, and Brennan Clay 
scored on an 18-yard run in 
overtime to lift Oklahoma. 

The Sooners (9-2,7-1 Big 
12) never led during regu¬ 
lation, overcoming double¬ 
digit deficits in both halves. 
Backup quarterback Blake 
Bell tied it with 4 seconds 
left on a 4-yard keeper on 
fourth-and-1. 

■ Pittsburgh 27, No. 21 
Rutgers 6: Tino Sunseri 
passed for 227 yards and 
two touchdowns in his 
final home game as Pitts¬ 
burgh overwhelmed No. 21 
Rutgers 27-6 on Saturday. 

Ray Graham ran for 


113 yards and a score for 
the Panthers (5-6, 2-4 
Big East), who kept their 
hopes for bowl eligibility 
alive while drumming the 
Scarlet Knights. 

■ No. 25 Utah State 45, 
Idaho 9: Chuckie Keeton 
passed for two touch¬ 
downs, Kerwynn Wil¬ 
liams rushed for 110 yards 
and senior Will Davis re¬ 
turned an interception 59 
yards for a touchdown as 
Utah State secured its first 
outright conference title in 
76 years. 

The Western Athletic 
Conference champion Ag¬ 
gies (10-2,6-0) also earned 
their first 10-win season. 

■ Ole Miss 45, No. 25 
Miss. St. 24: Bo Wallace 
threw for 294 yards and 
five touchdowns, Donte 
Moncrief caught three 
TD passes and Mississippi 
pulled away in the second 
half. 

Ole Miss (6-6,3-5 South¬ 
eastern Conference) won 
the Egg Bowl for the first 
time since 2008, breaking 
Mississippi State’s three- 
game winning streak in 
the series. The Rebels also 
earned bowl eligibility for 
the first time since 2009. 


Isaiah Canaan had 30 
points, three assists and 
two steals to lead Murray 
State to a 79-72 victory 
over Old Dominion on 
Saturday night. 

Ed Daniel added 15 
points and a career-high 
15 rebounds for the Rac¬ 
ers. 

Murray State (4-1) built 
a 12-point lead 11 minutes 
into the first half, but the 
game went down to the 
wire with the lead chang¬ 
ing hands nine times, the 
last time with 2:49 on 
the clock when Canaan 
drained a 3.

Rabbit numbers up, but drought may affect quail

FRANKFORT - Thanksgiv¬ 
ing weekend is tradition¬ 
ally the kickoff of rabbit 
and quail hunting across 
Kentucky. 

“Rabbit numbers are up, 
and that doesn’t surprise 
me, considering the ideal 
weather conditions we 
had in the spring and early 
summer,” said Ben Robin¬ 
son, small game biologist 
for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “We’re already 
getting reports of good 
hunting.” 

Rabbit and quail seasons 
are now open statewide 
and continue through Feb. 
10, 2013, in Allen, Ballard, 
Butler, Caldwell, Calloway, 
Carlisle, Christian, Crit¬ 
tenden, Daviess, Fulton, 
Graves, Hancock, Hen¬ 
derson, Hickman, Hop¬ 
kins, Livingston, Logan, 
Lyon, Marshall, McLean, 
McCracken, Muhlenberg, 
Ohio, Simpson, Todd, 
Trigg, Union, Warren and 
Webster counties. 

In the remaining 91 
counties, in central and 


eastern Kentucky, hunting 
continues through Jan. 31, 
2013. 

The statewide daily bag 
limit is four rabbits and 
eight quail. 

“We had a mild winter 
and a good carry-over of 
adult rabbits heading into 
the spring breeding sea¬ 
son,” explained Robinson. 
Rabbits begin nesting in 
February, with the peak of 
nesting occurring by early 
summer, although rabbits 
can continue to nest into 
early fall, if conditions are 
right. 

Annual surveys con¬ 
ducted by Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife, with the help 
of rabbit hunters and rural 
mail carriers, offer impor¬ 
tant details of population 
trends and hunting activ¬ 
ity. 

The 114 hunters that 
submitted information for 
the 2011-12 rabbit hunter 
log survey went on a com¬ 
bined 1,959 hunts in 105 
counties, hunted a com¬ 
bined 7,393 hours, jumped 
12,875 rabbits and harvest¬ 
ed 5,702 (an average of 2.9 
rabbits per hunt). 


Nearly 150 wolves killed 
as early Minn, hunt ends

MINNEAPOLIS - Minne¬ 
sota’s first regulated wolf 
hunt moves into a new 
phase Saturday when sport 
trappers will be allowed to 
try their luck for the first 
time since the region’s 
wolves came off the en¬ 
dangered list last winter. 

Trapping was not al¬ 
lowed in the state’s early 
wolf season, which closed 
Sunday. Hunters regis¬ 
tered 147 wolves killed, 
which was fewer than the 
early-season quota of 200 
but about double what the 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources had been expect¬ 
ing. The early wolf season 
coincided with Minneso¬ 
ta’s firearms deer season, 
and many wolf licenses 
went to deer hunters who 
bought them just in case 
they happened to see a 
wolf from their stands. 

The agency has sold 
2,400 licenses for the late 
wolf hunting-and trapping 
season, and they’re ex¬ 
pected to be used mainly 
by people specifically in¬ 
terested in killing a wolf. 

“Our expectations are 
that it will be another suc¬ 
cessful hunt,” said Steve 
Merchant, the DNR’s wild¬ 
life population and regula¬ 
tion program manager. 


The season could run 
as late as Jan. 31. The state 
is divided into three wolf 
zones, which can be shut 
down individually if the 
zone’s quota is reached. 
Dan Stark, the DNR’s large 
carnivore specialist, said 
that’s likely to happen in 
the northeast and east- 
central zones but not in 
the northwest zone. 

“We know that trappers 
are likely to be more suc¬ 
cessful than hunters so we 
expect to see a fair number 
of wolves taken through 
trapping,” Merchant said, 
noting that most wolves 
taken in neighboring 
Wisconsin so far this sea¬ 
son were trapped. “I think 
we’ll see the same kind of 
trend here in Minnesota 
for the late season.” 

Wisconsin DNR data 
show that trappers had 
killed 55 wolves as of Mon¬ 
day morning, compared 
with 34 wolves that were 
shot, for a total of 89. Wis¬ 
consin’s deer season didn’t 
open until Saturday. 

One reason wolf trap¬ 
pers traditionally have 
higher success rates is 
that they’re not tied to a 
specific location and can 
set their traps and snares 
in several locations, Stark 
said. Hunters will have 
1,607 licenses versus 793 
for trappers.

Hunting pressure de¬ 
clined as the season pro¬ 
gressed. Hunting peaked 
during the month of De¬ 
cember, in terms of the 
percentage of hunts and 
harvest. 

The rural mail car¬ 
rier survey provides bi¬ 
ologists with small game 
population trends, based 
on the number of rabbits 
and quail observed along 
roadways, per 100 miles 
driven. This survey has 
been conducted annually 
in July since 1960. 

“The eastern region of 
the state continues to lead 
all regions in the number 
of rabbits observed,” said 
Robinson. “The mail car¬ 
rier survey shows a 6 per¬ 


cent increase in the num¬ 
ber of observed rabbits 
statewide between 2011 
and 2012 which means 
there should be plenty of 
rabbits for harvest this 
fall.” 

Kentucky’s profound 
drought, especially in the 
western third of the state 
(west of 1-65), impacted 
both rabbit and quail 
breeding success from 
mid-to-late summer. 

“Quail experienced 
good nesting conditions 
early on, but over time 
the effect of the drought 
likely had an impact,” said 
Robinson. “The drought 
limited quail nesting 
cover and success, food 
availability (insects) and 


brood rearing cover.” 

The peak of quail nest¬ 
ing in Kentucky is June 
and July, which is a bit later 
than some adjacent states. 
Rain throughout the sum¬ 
mer is important to quail 
because it provides more 
cover and better food 
sources. 

“Adult quail need seeds, 
especially as the season 
progresses,” said Robin¬ 
son. “When chicks hatch 
they need insects, and in 
drier weather there are 
fewer insects.” 

Hunters should expect 
quail season to be similar 
to last year. 

“Areas where there was 
adequate rainfall could 
experience good quail 


hunting this fall,” said 
Robinson. “In western and 
central Kentucky look for 
forested areas that suf¬ 
fered damage during the 
2009 ice storm, which 
should provide good cover 
for quail. Forest edges near 
row crops fields could also 
be productive.”

Camacho remembered as flamboyant, fearsome

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico - Hec¬ 
tor “Macho” Camacho was 
a brash fighter with a mean 
jab and an aggressive style, 
launching himself furious¬ 
ly against some of the big¬ 
gest names in boxing. And 
his bad-boy persona was 
not entirely an act, with 
a history of legal scrapes 
that began in his teens and 
continued throughout his 
life. 

The man who once 
starred at the pinnacle of 
boxing, winning several 


world titles, died Satur¬ 
day after being ambushed 
in a parking lot back in the 
Puerto Rican town of Bay- 
amon where he was born. 
Packets of cocaine were 
found were found in the 
car in which he was shot. 

Camacho, 50, left be¬ 
hind a reputation for flam¬ 
boyance — leading fans 
in cheers of “It’s Macho 
time!” before fights — and 
for fearsome skills as one 
of the top fighters of his 
generation. 

“He excited boxing fans 
around the world with his 



inimitable 
style,” pro¬ 
moter Don 
King told 
The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

Camacho 
fought pro¬ 
fessionally Hector 
for three Camacho 
decades, 
from his 

humble debut against Da¬ 
vid Brown at New York’s 
Felt Forum in 1980 to an 
equally forgettable swan¬ 
song against Saul Duran in 
Kissimmee, Fla., in 2010. 


In between, he fought 
some of the biggest stars 
spanning two eras, includ¬ 
ing Sugar Ray Leonard, Fe¬ 
lix Trinidad, Oscar De La 
Hoya and Roberto Duran. 

“Hector was a fighter 
who brought a lot of ex¬ 
citement to boxing,” said 
Ed Brophy, executive di¬ 
rector of International the 
Boxing Hall of Fame. “He 
was a good champion. Ro¬ 
berto Duran is kind of in a 
class of his own, but Hec¬ 
tor surely was an exciting 
fighter that gave his all to 
the sport.”

(or run) following your 
big turkey dinner (with 
pie) on Thanksgiving and 
the leftovers that have fol¬ 
lowed? 

The new section of the 
River Walk along Mer¬ 
ritt Drive might be a good 
place to get your heart 
pumping and burn some 
of those extra calories. 

There’s at least one de¬ 
ceptive hill in the walk, 
which equals a little extra cardio ben¬ 
efit. 

This stretch of the walk provides some 
very scenic vistas of the river, plus ad¬ 
equate places along the way to sit down 
for a rest or to pause for a family photo. 


It’s especially fetching at twilight with 
the low-level lighting fixtures. 

The River Walk extension features a 
new entrance at 12th Street and Merritt 
Drive with a masonry entrance and patio 
area.

At Seventh Street and Merritt Drive, 
a new overlook features seating and a 
turnout concrete sidewalk connection 
that allows the general public to view the 
Ohio River and Red Banks Park.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — The 
little boy skipped along the 
sidewalk, excited to be going to 
visit the “ICE! Shrek The Halls” 
attraction at this year’s 29th- 
annual “A Country Christmas” 
celebration at the Gaylord Op¬ 
ryland Hotel. 

“Now don’t get sweaty,” his 
dad cautioned on this warm 
and sunshiny mid-November 
day, the opening day of “ICE!” 
at the Gaylord Opryland Events 
Center located between the hotel 
and the Grand Ole Opry House. 
“It’s going to be cold in there.” 

Indeed it is. The 9-degree tem¬ 
perature that preserves the ice 
sculptures created by 40 artisans 
from the ice-carving capital of 
the world (Harbin, China) from 
mid-November to the first of Jan¬ 
uary requires visitors to wear a 
special parka to stay warm dur¬ 
ing their meander through the 
attraction. 

But the chilly temperature 
didn’t slow down this young 
guest. Spotted about 1 l /i hours 
later as he — finally, his dad prob¬ 
ably thought — exited “ICE!” and 
skipped back down the sidewalk, 
he announced that he had gone 
down the attraction’s 20-foot-tall 
ice slides 80 times. “I counted 
them,” he said proudly. 

“ICE!” is just one of the at¬ 
tractions this year at “A Country 
Christmas.” 

You can also see the legend¬ 
ary Rockettes at “The Radio City 
Christmas Spectacular” at the 
Grand Ole Opry House, see the 
new Lorrie Morgan “Enchanted 
Christmas Dinner & Show,” tour 
Holly Jolly Town Square, eat 
“rotten eggs” and drink swamp 
juice during breakfast with 
Shrek and his friends, make a 
gingerbread house with Gingy, 
take a river cruise powered by 
Christmas music on the General

Jackson riverboat and visit the 
Treasures for the Holidays craft 
show. 

Oh, and there are about 2 mil¬ 
lion lights. 

Gaylord Opryland General 
Manager Pete Weien said to get 
that many lights ready for the 
opening of “A Country Christ¬ 
mas” in mid-November, crews 
started working in July, netting 
the magnolia trees and wrapping 
the cypress tree limbs at the ho¬ 
tel’s original Magnolia entrance 
and setting up the life-size Na¬ 
tivity pieces on the front lawn. 

The indoor lights require 
workers to hoist themselves to 
the top of the hotel’s three-story 
atria to attach the hanging dis¬ 
plays. 

That’s kind of mind-boggling, 
and so are these numbers: 

■ 20,000 strings of lights with 
100 bulbs each 

■ 189 miles of lights (that’s the 
length with them strung end to 
end 

■ 200,000 lights in the hotel’s 
indoor decorations 

■ 15,000 poinsettias in the gar¬ 
den areas 

■ 10 miles of hand-tied red 
ribbon 


■ A 48-foot-tall Christmas 
tree in the Delta Atrium 

■ 2 million pounds of ice at 
“ICE!” 

■ 14 colors of ice made into 
400-pound blocks to be carved 

■ 1,500 special tube lights fro¬ 
zen within the ice to illuminate 
it from inside 

■ 30 days to carve the display 

■ 300 high kicks each show 
by the 22 Rockettes (that means 
1,200 kicks on a four-show day) 

■ 350 pairs of shoes worn per 
show by the Rockettes, chorus 
and Santa 

■ 7 costume changes for the 
Rockettes 

These are the things that 
make a Christmas visit to the 
hotel for an overnight stay or 
for one of the shows a tradition 
for many families in the South. 

Weien describes a letter he got 
when “A Country Christmas” 
opened in 2010 just six months 
after a freaky May flood in Nash¬ 
ville deluged the resort and shut 
it down while it was repaired. 

The writer described how vis¬ 


iting the hotel during Christmas 
had been a family tradition for 
years and he enclosed a progres¬ 
sion of family photos taken by the 
Magnolia Lobby’s poinsettia tree. 

Indeed, groups were sustain¬ 
ing or starting this photo tradi¬ 
tion during last weekend’s “A 
Country Christmas” opening. 

Many photos were snapped as 
a stream of people exited those 
doors to hear the Christmas 
story being broadcast at the Na¬ 
tivity display or to catch a ride 
in a horse-drawn carriage to see 
the lights. 

There’s no charge to go look 
at the lights, which are on until 
1 a.m. weekdays and 2 a.m. week¬ 
ends through Jan. 1. The lights on 
the Nativity are on until 11 p.m. 

Next door at the Grand Ole 
Opry House, Santa is front and 
center for the “Radio City Christ¬ 
mas Spectacular”, back in Nash¬ 
ville for the 11th year. The show 
is one of four being presented this 
season outside of New York City. 

This year’s show contains a 
new 3D movie scene as Santa 


Claus and his reindeer take au¬ 
diences on a magical journey ex¬ 
periencing the sights and sounds 
of New York City. 

Its two iconic scenes (“Parade 
of the Wooden Soldiers” and “Liv¬ 
ing Nativity”) are part of the per¬ 
formance as always, just as they 
were when the show was first per¬ 
formed on Dec. 21,1933, at Radio 
City Music Hall. And the seven- 
minute “Twelve Days of Christ¬ 
mas” is always a crowd pleaser.

Pressey took the 
inbounds, dribbled off a 
few seconds then made a 
move to the basket where 
he ducked under a VCU 
player and hit a flip shot 
as the shot clock hit zero. 

■ No. 18 UNLV 82, Iowa 
State 70: Freshman An¬ 
thony Bennett scored 22 
points in the consolation 
game of the Global Sports 
Classic.

At 6-foot-5, Indiana University 
guard Victor Oladipo can get away 
with calling fellow starters Jor¬ 
dan Hulls and Yogi Ferrell “little 
dudes.” 

He means no disrespect. 

Heading into tonight’s 5 p.m. 
CST game against Ball State (2- 
1) in Bloomington at Assembly 
Hall, Hulls and Ferrell are a big 
reason No. 1 Indiana is off to a 5-0 
start and averaging 86.2 points per 
game. 

“They’re special. They’re good 
guards for a reason — that’s why 
we play them together,” Oladipo 
said after the Hoosiers defeated 
Georgetown 82-72 in overtime on 
Tuesday night to win the Progres¬ 
sive Legends Classic in New York. 


“They feed off each other ... It’s 
great to play for those two little 
dudes.” 

While IU head coach Tom Cre- 
an’s decision to start both 6-foot 
point guards in a three-man back- 
court came as a surprise to most 
college basketball analysts a few 
weeks ago, the combination of 
Hulls and Ferrell has quickly si¬ 
lenced the critics. 

A senior, Hulls not only joined 
7-footer Cody Zeller on the Leg¬ 
ends all-tournament team, he 
was named the most valuable 
player after making 54.2 percent 
of his 3-point attempts in the four 
games. In the two contests against 
Georgia and Georgetown at the 
Barclays Center, Hulls scored 
a combined 31 points and made 
seven of 12 treys (58.3 percent). 

“It’s pretty cool, but I wouldn’t 
have gotten it without my team¬ 


mates, obviously,” said Hulls. 
“They help get me open shots. 
Yogi has been finding me all year. 
Other guys are driving. Cody 
draws a lot of attention, and that 
opens things up for me.” 

Zeller leads four IU players 
in double figures at 15.2 points 
per game, followed by Christian 
Watford (13.6), Hulls (12.2) and 
Oladipo (10.6). A freshman, Fer¬ 
rell is averaging 7.0 points and 5.2 
assists, but would be averaging 
double figures himself if he wasn’t 
off to such a poor start in terms of 
shooting percentage (29). 

What impresses Crean is that 
Ferrell doesn’t allow his missed 
shots or any turnovers he may 
make distract him from getting 
the job done on the defensive end. 

“When he gets distracted or 
frustrated he gets out of it fast, and 
that’s what great players have, and 


that’s certainly what great point 
guards have,” said Crean. 

Playing short-handed in the 
frontcourt because of the nine 
game NCAA-imposed suspen¬ 
sions given to two freshmen, 6-8 
Hanner Mosquera-Perea and 
7-footer Peter Jurkin, because of 
alleged improper financial as¬ 
sistance, Crean has been pleased 
with the 5-0 start. 

“I think we’re just getting 
started to be honest with you,” 
he said. “We’ve got a lot of guys 
being asked to do a lot of things 
that maybe they won’t be asked to 
do down the road when it comes 
to defensive reasons, but that’s 
where we had to make our great¬ 
est improvement, on defense.” 

So far, IU has held its opponents 
to 36.4 percent shooting overall 
and 29.4 percent from 3-point 
range.

Beyond the new origi¬ 
nals, Lifetime is airing 
more than 50 seasonal 
films, the biggest commit¬ 
ment in its history. 

“In the times we’re in, 
people want to feel good,” 
Sharenow said. “People 
are definitely gravitating 
toward feel-good escapism 
and having fun and that’s 
what these movies do. 
They’re like little Christ¬ 
mas gifts.” 

Hallmark, part of a com¬ 
pany that also sells Christ¬ 
mas cards, is a natural for 


holiday programming. 
This is the fourth year 
that the network essen¬ 
tially shuts down its regu¬ 
lar programming for two 
full months to devote itself 
to the genre. The holiday 
focus began on Nov. 9 and 
will end Jan. 2. 

ABC Family’s holiday 
focus is primarily on mov¬ 
ies that started in theaters, 
like “Home Alone” and 
“Elf.” Its own production is 
“The Mistle-Tones,” about 
a woman who creates her 
own Christmas singing 
group after being turned 
down for a spot in a well- 
known group.

Not everyone can be Martha 
Stewart. For the mere mortal 
hosts among us, holiday party 
planning can whip up stress 
and anxiety: Is my house invit¬ 
ing? Do I have enough chairs? 
What about food? 

If the thought of entertaining 
sends you to the nearest couch 
with a bottle of aspirin, relax 

— we’ve compiled advice from 
some of the best party experts 
around. 

SETTING THE MOOD 

“Parties give us the chance 
to suspend what’s going on in 
our lives and give us space to be 
merry,” says Danielle Rollins, 
the Atlanta-based author of the 
new “Soiree: Entertaining with 
Style” (Rizzoli). 

The best way to create that 
space, she says, is to build tradi¬ 
tion into your party and make it 
something people can look for¬ 
ward to year after year. Decide 
on a theme or an anchor activ¬ 
ity — gingerbread decorating, 
caroling, ugly holiday sweaters 

— and specify a dress code on 
the invitation. 

“It’s fun to have an excuse to 
dress up,” Rollins says. “You’ll 
build excitement around the 
event if guests know what to 
expect.” 

Decor should echo the theme 
and reinforce the style of party 
you want to have. But don’t feel 
you have to stick with a tradi¬ 
tional holiday color palette or 
decorations. “Thanksgiving 
doesn’t have to mean orange 
and Christmas doesn’t have 
to mean red and green,” says 
Rollins. 

Lyric Turner, the owner of 
Red House Staging and Interi¬ 
ors in Washington, D.C., sug¬ 
gests introducing a warm color 
palette — burgundy, chocolate 


brown, purple and orange — 
through accent pillows, throws 
or curtains to create a festive 
look in an unexpected way. 

“If you are going to bring in 
red and green elements to your 
decorating, keep the rest of your 
space neutral. A cacophony of 
color is too much,” says Turner. 

SETTING THE STAGE 

Whether your party is large 
or small, deciding where to put 
the guests can be tricky. Many 
people make the mistake of re¬ 
moving all the furniture for a 
cocktail party, says Rollins, but 
it’s important to have places to 
sit. 

“Your living space should be 
structured for conversation,” 
says Turner. She recommends 
creating seating clusters around 
the house. “Anywhere you have 
a little extra room — an entry¬ 
way, an office — you can group a 
few chairs around a small table.” 

Rollins emphasizes the need 
for tables and stools spread 
throughout the gathering spac¬ 
es. 

“Pretend you’re a drink,” 


she says. “Where will you go?” 

Too much furniture, how¬ 
ever, can feel claustrophobic. 

“Some editing is necessary,” 
says Turner, to allow for traf¬ 
fic flow. 

“You’re adding a lot with 
holiday decor,” she adds. “If 
you’re not taking anything out, 
you’re just adding clutter.” 

SETTING THE LIGHTS 

The right lighting makes 
your home (and your guests) 
look their best. Our experts 
agreed that overhead light¬ 
ing has no place in a party; 
place lamps on multiple lev¬ 
els throughout your rooms, 
dim the lights and add candles 
wherever you can. 

“Avoid candles by the bar 
and the buffet, though,” cau¬ 
tions Rollins. “You don’t 
want your guests going up in 
flames.” 

She also suggests skipping 
scented candles because they 
compete with the scent of the 
food. 

And while lighting should 
be low in conversation areas, 


keep bathrooms and food ar¬ 
eas better lit. 

SETTING THE TABLE 

Food can make or break a 
party, but Rollins insists, “It’s 
not about what you’re serving, 
it’s how it’s displayed.” 

For buffets, she suggests us¬ 
ing smaller dishes and refilling 
them frequently. 

Push the dining table against 
the wall to create more space 
for mingling around the food, 
Turner recommends. 

And a signature cocktail 
adds a festive touch, and can 
streamline bar mess and bar 
costs. 

For dinner parties, Mindy 


Weiss, a Los Angeles-based 
party planner, suggests setting 
the table the evening before the 
party. 

Personalized place cards 
are a thoughtful touch and can 
be tailored to any theme. “My 
guests were given 'I’m thankful 
for.’ nametags one Thanksgiv¬ 
ing,” Rollins says. “As I made 
my toast, I said, 'I am thankful 
for all of you gathered with me 
today to celebrate the bless¬ 
ings we have.’ And I asked each 
guest to reflect on what they 
were thankful for.” 

DETAILS, DETAILS 

It’s the small touches that 
really bring your party to the 
next level. Turner recommends 
wowing guests with a spa-like 
bathroom: “Remove all your 
junk and replace it with a sprig 
of pine, a candle, new hand 
soap and lotion.” 

Provide a stack of rolled 
hand towels so guests don’t 
have to share the same (in¬ 
creasingly damp) towel, Turn¬ 
er suggests. 

If children are invited, Weiss 
suggests having spaces and ac¬ 
tivities available to them — a 
table with construction paper 
turkeys or wreath-making kits 
— so parents can relax. 

As for where to hang coats, 
Rollins recommends a rolling 
coat rack in a bedroom. “It’s so 
much nicer than just throwing 
them on the bed,” she says. 

She also recommends being 
prepared for winter weather: 
“Keep salt and shovels on 
hand,” she cautions. “And make 
sure driveways and entry ways 
are well lit.” 

Above all, make guests feel 
welcome. Get the cleaning and 
chores out of the way before 
they get there, and “open your 
door to welcome your guests 
looking like you didn’t lift a 
finger all day,” Weiss says. “If 
you time things right, then you 
should be able to offer your 
guests a cocktail and conver¬ 
sation.”

Enjoy eating fried latkes without have side of guilt

Traditional potato latkes are a wide¬ 
ly loved staple of the yearly Hanukkah 
feast. And what’s not to love about ham- 
burger-sized hash browns topped with 
sour cream? 

Still, wonderful as they are, latkes are 
not light. So as a latke-loving shiksa, I 
devised this recipe in the hope that all 
of us might enjoy our latkes and live to 
tell about it. 

My re-design employs both sweet po¬ 
tatoes and the more traditional white 
potatoes, significantly reducing the 
amount of oil required to cook these bad 
boys. I also substitute Greek yogurt for 
sour cream. 

Sweet potatoes, especially the in¬ 
tensely orange ones, are a terrific source 
of beta carotene. 

They also are an excellent source of 
potassium, vitamin C and fiber. And de¬ 
spite their sweetness, sweet potatoes 
are not high in calories. 

But because they’re also not very 
high in starch, they need a starch part¬ 
ner. Hence the white potatoes, along 
with a little egg, and some flour as a 
binder.

Southwestern Latkes withChipotle Yogurt 
would work well at a Hanukkah feast. 

The ideal latke has a crisp crust with 
a moist interior. Traditionally, that 
crispness is achieved by frying in a lot 
of oil. Figuring out how to crisp up these 
latkes without a ton of oil was the hard¬ 
est part of developing this recipe. 

After much trial and error, I realized 
I could develop a satisfactory crust if I 
added a little oil to the skillet for each 
side of the pancakes, 1 tablespoon for 
the first side and 1 tablespoon after I 
flipped them. 

I then finish them off in a 350 F oven 
because the recipe’s sweet potatoes, 
with their high sugar content, turn the 


latkes too dark if left on the stove for 
more than a few minutes. 

And Hanukkah aside, these South¬ 
western latkes would be a great little side 
dish any time of the year. 

SOUTHWESTERN 
LATKES WITHCHIPOTLE 
YOGURT 

Start to finish: 50 minutes (20 minutes active) 
Servings: 6 (makes 12 latkes) 

INGREDIENTS 

1 pound sweet potatoes, peeled, coarsely 
grated and squeezed of excess moisture 

3 A pound Yukon gold potatoes, peeled, coarse¬ 
ly grated and squeezed of excess moisture 
2 /3 cup finely chopped scallions (white and 
green parts) 

2 large eggs, lightly beaten 
V 4 cup all-purpose flour 

Kosher salt 

6 tablespoons vegetable oil, divided 
1 cup nonfat plain Greek yogurt 
1 to 2 teaspoons minced chipotle pepper in 
adobo sauce, or to taste 
Pinch of sugar 
Fresh cilantro, to garnish 

DIRECTIONS 

1 Heat the oven to 350 F. 

2 In a medium bowl combine the sweet pota¬ 


toes, Yukon gold potatoes, scallions, eggs, 
flour and Vi teaspoon salt. Mix well. 

3 In a large nonstick skillet over high, heat 1 
tablespoon of the vegetable oil. Reduce the 
heat to medium and add 4 rounded V 4 -cup 
mounds of the potato mixture to the skillet, 
flattening each mound to a 3 V 2 -inch circle. 
Cook the latkes for 2 minutes, then turn 
them over and add another tablespoon of 
vegetable oil. Cook, turning them several 
times, until golden on both sides, about 
another 4 to 6 minutes total. 

4 Transfer the latkes to a rimmed baking 
sheet. Repeat the process with the remain¬ 
ing potato mixture and oil. 

5 When all of the latkes have been browned, 
bake them on the middle shelf of the oven 
for 5 minutes, or until they are cooked 
through and tender. Sprinkle them lightly 
with salt, if desired. 

6 While the latkes are baking, in a small bowl 
combine the yogurt, chipotle, a pinch of salt 
and a pinch of sugar. Stir well. 

7 To serve, arrange 2 latkes on each of 6 serv¬ 
ing plates. Top each one with a dollop of 
chipotle yogurt and a fresh cilantro leaf.

Try to fill your plate with healthy food during holiday dinners 


With one holiday passed 
and another on the way 
it is important to make 
healthy food decisions. 
Sticking to a healthy plate 
is important in our every¬ 
day living. 

The healthy diabetic 
plate is a great way to 
stick to portion control. 
Whether we are a diabetic 
or know someone who is 
we too can eat a healthy 
diabetic plate. 

Half of our plate should 
be vegetables. Vegetables 
make our plate colorful 
and appealing. For exam¬ 
ple adding carrots, peas, 
squash, spinach, or broc¬ 
coli to our plate gives it 
color. 

The other part of our 
plate should be divided 
into two, one being meat 
and the other starch. A 
serving of meat is 3 ounc¬ 
es. This can also be the 
palm of your hand or a 
deck of cards. 

Most people will eat 
double or triple that 
amount at one setting. 
Examples of starches are 
macaroni and cheese or 
white potatoes. 

We also need a small 
bowl of fruit along with 
a cup of diary. It is very 
tempting during the holi¬ 
days to “take a break” from 
healthy eating, slide off the 
wagon, and simply make 
the conscious decision to 
overindulge. 

There are so many 
temptations, so many 
treats available that it 
seems almost impossible 
to refrain. 

Traditional holiday 
foods are not generally 
known for their health¬ 
ful qualities. But it doesn’t 
have to be that way. 

Here are some sug¬ 
gestions for ways to eat 
healthier during the holi¬ 
days and beyond. 

REDUCE REFINED 
SUGAR AND LIMIT 
INTAKE OF EMPTY 
CALORIES 

Avoid excessive use 
of refined or processed 
sources of sugar, such as 
table sugar, brown sugar, 
corn sweeteners, corn syr¬ 
up, honey and molasses. 

Try to use more fresh 
fruit. If you purchase 
canned fruits, pick the 
kind that is packed in their 
own juice, water or very 
light syrup. 

Limit your consumption 



of jams, jellies or candies 
made with refined or pro¬ 
cessed sugars. 

Substitute dried fruits 
for candy — you could cut 
fruit leathers into bite- 
sized pieces and present 
to guests, especially the 
younger ones. 

Wherever possible, 
use artificial sweeteners 
to prepare dessert dishes 
and serve diet soft drinks 
to reduce total calories. 

REDUCE SALT AND 
SODIUM INTAKE 

When cooking, instead 
of salt use mixtures of 
herbs and spices; garlic or 
onion powder instead of 
garlic salt or onion salt. 

Be on the lookout for 
helpful substitutes for salt 
in cooking wherever pos¬ 
sible. 

For example, when 
cooking pasta, add a drop 
of lemon juice to the wa¬ 
ter instead of adding salt. 
In those recipes in which 
salt only serves the func¬ 
tion of providing taste, re¬ 
duce the amount or omit it 
completely. 

REDUCE TOTAL FAT 

Use evaporated skim 
milk for cream when mix¬ 
ing whipped topping, but 
remember that the evapo¬ 
rated milk, mixing bowl 
and beaters, must be well 
chilled, otherwise the milk 
will not whip. 

Substitute plain low-fat 
or nonfat yogurt for sour 
cream in baking recipes or 
in sauces. Mix 1 tablespoon 
cornstarch with 1 table¬ 
spoon yogurt and mix into 
yogurt to prevent separa¬ 
tion of the yogurt. 

Use low-fat gravy. In¬ 
stead of frying, try roast¬ 
ing, baking, braising, stew¬ 
ing, poaching, grilling, 
broiling, sauteing, stir- 
frying or microwaving. 

When using fat, use one 
of these types of oils: corn, 
soybean, safflower, canola, 
sunflower, cottonseed, ses¬ 
ame seed, peanut or olive. 

Although nuts and seeds 
do not contain cholesterol, 
remember that they are 


high in total fat. There¬ 
fore, you should limit 
your intake of these items 
at parties and other social 
gatherings. 

REDUCESATURATED 
FAT 

Use leaner cuts of meat 
and cut away visible fat. 
Try removing the skin of 
chicken or other poultry 
products. 

When preparing roasted 
duck, use a rotisserie to al¬ 
low extra fat to drain away 
and when broiling, baking 
or roasting meat and poul¬ 
try products, use a rack to 
allow excess fat to drain 
off. Use margarine more 
frequently than butter; 
choose brands of marga¬ 
rine that are made from 
monounsaturated and 
polyunsaturated oils. 

REDUCE CHOLESTEROL 

Try to limit your con¬ 
sumption of caviar and pa¬ 
tes made from liver or oth¬ 
er organ meats. In utilizing 
leftovers, limit the use of 
gizzards, livers, and other 
organ parts in the prepa¬ 
ration of gravies, soups, 
sauces, and casseroles. 

INCREASE DIETARY 
FIBER 

Use more whole grains, 
such as whole-wheat 
breads and cereals when 
preparing party snacks, 
sandwiches, dressing for 
entrees, and toppings for 
vegetable dishes. 

Serve fresh fruits as a 
part of hors d’oeuvres, ap¬ 
petizers, salads, or dessert 
dishes. 

Feature vegetables on 
your party menu. For ex¬ 
ample, you could put them 
in relish trays for appetiz¬ 
ers, in salads, or in cooked 
dishes. Use legumes 
(garbanzo beans, kidney 
beans, split peas, etc.) as 
ingredients for dips, soups, 
or other components of 
your menu. 

Use bran, wheat germ, 
oats, raisins or other dried 
fruits, and seeds as ingre¬ 
dients for desserts, as top¬ 
pings, or as garnishes. Mix 
a portion of whole wheat 
flour with enriched white 
flour when preparing 
breads, cakes, cookies, and 
other baked items. 

Offer unsalted nuts and 
dried fruits as party snacks 
and munchies. 

Remember, it is possible 
to enjoy your holiday time 


with family and friends 
and continue to practice 
a healthy eating behavior. 

With a little bit of 
knowledge, time and will¬ 
ingness, we may all enjoy 
and share the benefits of a 
healthier body. 

By practicing a more 
healthful eating behavior 
throughout the year, par¬ 
ticularly during the holi¬ 
days, we may move one 
step closer to enjoying 
better health!

She has been put 
on antibiotics for four 
months. What can you tell 
us about this disease?

Dear L.R.: Lyme disease 
is an infection caused by 
the bacteria Borelia burg¬ 
dorferi, which is spread by 
the bite of the deer tick. 
This tick is quite small 
and easily overlooked. As a 
consequence, many people 
do not realize they have a 
tick bite. 

The tick needs to stay 
attached for 24 hours in or¬ 
der to pass Lyme disease, 
so a careful inspection 
after possible exposure is 
helpful. 

Although Lyme disease 
has been reported in many 
places, it’s common in the 
Northeast United States, 
from Virginia to Maine, 
and most common in New 
York, Connecticut (it is 
named after the town of 
New Lyme, Ct.), Wiscon-

Blood tests usually are 
not necessary to diagnose 
Lyme disease. Its diagno¬ 
sis is made primarily on a 
characteristic rash, which 
looks like a bulls-eye, al¬ 
though this rash is not al¬ 
ways present. In the early 
stages, people with Lyme 
disease may have fever, 
muscle aches or other flu¬ 
like symptoms. Lyme dis¬ 
ease is best treated as soon 
as diagnosed. 

Treatment for Lyme 
disease in its early stages 
is with oral antibiotics. If 
Lyme disease is not rec¬ 
ognized until later stages, 
which happens especially 
if there is no distinguish- 


tate your own terms. Let 
her throw a tantrum with¬ 
out letting her manipulate 
you.

Lyme disease may persist 
despite treatments that are 
effective in killing all the 
bacteria in the body, and 
several trials have shown 
that prolonging antibi¬ 
otic treatment beyond the 
recommended four to six 
weeks does not provide 
any benefit.

If my husband 
was painting the door, she was 
on his shoulder. If I was marking 
essays, she supervised the allo¬ 
cation of marks. If she wanted to 
play with the blue pen, I wrote 
with the red one. 

She matured into a cat — but 
stayed as small as many kittens 
and just as playful. She knew she 
was the heart of the household. 

One tiny, plaintive meow 
could bring all kinds of good 
things. We doted on her, prob¬ 
ably to excess. 

Then came our first Christ¬ 
mas. We bought a turkey, and I 
crossed my fingers that I could 
cook it. We prepared it the night 
before, all ready to pop into the 
oven. Tico surveyed every move, 
nose twitching, ready to assist. 


It looked as if our first Christ¬ 
mas dinner might be perfect. But 
overnight I came down with a 
violent flu. Tossing and feverish, 
I moved onto the chesterfield un¬ 
der blankets that were alternate¬ 
ly too hot and not warm enough. 

“You’ll have to cook the tur¬ 
key,” I croaked. My husband ten¬ 
tatively got to work in the kitch¬ 
en. Slowly the aroma of cooking 
turkey began to permeate the 
apartment. For me, it only made 
matters worse. 

I had expected that Tico 
would be in the kitchen inves¬ 
tigating and supervising, close 
to the source of the wonderful 
aroma and ready to be first to 
help with taste testing. But she 
was with me, cuddled into my 
neck. 

I would toss and turn over ev¬ 
ery few minutes. She would qui¬ 
etly move, wait until I settled for 
the next few minutes and then 


curl back into my neck. I would 
turn again and, again, she would 
wait and settle back. It went on 
all morning. 

My husband, meanwhile, 
checked the cooking. He add¬ 
ed water to the turkey innards 
and boiled them for flavoring 
for the gravy. The additional 
aroma added to my woes. I ran 
to the bathroom yet again. Tico 
ignored the smells and settled 
back with me after each bath¬ 
room break. 

Somehow, in the middle of all 
this, I managed to fall asleep. Not 
much of a sleep — I have vague 
memories of Tico climbing back 
and forth across my pillow to 
keep track of my thrashing. 

Then I awoke with a strong 
smell of cooked turkey liver in 
my nostrils. Tico was sitting up 
straight, about a foot from my 
nose. Right beside my mouth 
was a large piece of cooked tur¬ 


key liver — her treat from the 
turkey that my husband had put 
in her dish. 

“Eat it!” her posture said. “It 
will do you good. You’ll like it.” 

OK, I was in a weakened state, 
but the tears flowed. How gener¬ 
ous. How giving. The most deli¬ 
cious morsel saved for me when 
I was ill. 

I had sensed that a kitten 
would bring an emotional rich¬ 
ness into my life. I just didn’t 
know she would return our giv¬ 
ing with practical giving of her 
own. I managed to choke back 
the turkey liver — just. Accept¬ 
ing gifts, even unlikely gifts, is 
important too.

Henderson.kyfb.com 
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Looking 
into future 

■ Departing economic developer Sheilley 
shares views on area’s business outlook, 
with interstate accessibility topping list 


For more than seven 
years, Kevin Sheilley 
has coped daily with the 
strengths and weaknesses 
of growing jobs and wealth 
in the greater Henderson 
area. 

Now, as he prepares to 
step down as president 
and CEO of Northwest 
Kentucky Forward to head 
a new economic develop¬ 
ment organization in Oca¬ 
la, Fla., he sat down with 
The Gleaner to reflect on 
the outlook for industrial 
growth in Henderson and 
its partner counties. 

Here are highlights of 
the challenges and op¬ 
portunities he sees in this 
area. 

CHALLENGES 

Interstate 69: Highway 
accessibility is the biggest 
single factor in economic 
development decisions, ac¬ 
cording to annual surveys 
of corporate executives by 
Area Development maga¬ 
zine — and by “highway,” 
they usually mean “inter¬ 
state.” 

Historically, Hender¬ 
son’s economic develop¬ 
ment agents have cited the 
difficulty in explaining to 
out-of-state corporate 
decision-makers or con¬ 
sultants what Kentucky’s 
parkways — such as the 
Pennyrile and Audubon 
parkways — really are. 

“They don’t understand 
a parkway,” Sheilley said. 
“To them, a parkway is 
bucolic — a winding road, 
tree-lined — not a four- 
lane, limited-access super 
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road where you go 70 miles 
per hour.” 

It’s little wonder that 
the great population and 
economic development 
growth in Kentucky over 
the past generation has 
been in communities lo¬ 
cated on interstates. 

And it’s no wonder at all 
that Henderson officials 
are so anxious for Inter¬ 
state 69 to come to their 
doorstep. 

Progress is being made 
in Indiana to construct 
roadway for 1-69 north¬ 
ward from Evansville to¬ 
ward Indianapolis, while 
Kentucky is taking steps 
to upgrade portions of 
the Western Kentucky 
Parkway — which is al¬ 
ready labeled 1-69 from 
near Madisonville to Ed- 
dyville — and the Penny¬ 
rile Parkway to interstate 
standards. 

But completing the link 
by constructing an 1-69 
bridge across the Ohio 
River between Hender¬ 
son and Evansville — an 
undertaking that a few 
years ago was projected to 
cost $600 million to $800 
million — remains a seem¬ 
ingly insurmountable bar¬ 
rier, even if, as expected, it 
is operated as a toll bridge. 


At the recent annual 
conference of the Ken¬ 
tucky Association for 
Economic Development 
— made up of “a group of 
people usually informed 
on stuff going on,” accord¬ 
ing to Sheilley — he was 
discouraged to find attend¬ 
ees saying they thought 
the 1-69 bridge project 
“was dead.” 

“As much as we, this re¬ 
gion, has fought for 1-69, 
it’s still not on the radar 
screen” of Kentucky at 
large, Sheilley said. “It’s 
still not getting the atten¬ 
tion it needs to go forward. 

“I don’t sense any major 
player in Frankfort advo¬ 
cating on its behalf,” he 
said. 

“It’s going to take a gov¬ 
ernor saying, ‘It’s a prior¬ 
ity. We’re going to find 
a way to get this done,’ ” 
Sheilley said. “With all re¬ 
spect to Gov. (Steve) Bes- 
hear, all the focus has been 
on Louisville,” where two 
new bridges over the Ohio 
River are being developed. 

“There’s not a (state) 
transportation secretary, 
a speaker of the (Ken¬ 
tucky) House (of Repre¬ 
sentatives), a president of 
the Senate — not someone 
who has a bully pulpit say¬ 
ing, ‘Not tomorrow, not 
next year — this has got 
to be at the top of the list,’ 
” Sheilley said of 1-69. 

Further, he’s concerned 
that Owensboro officials 
have begun touting a pro¬ 
posed 1-67 route — from 
Nashville through Owens¬ 
boro to Indianapolis — as 
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Four 3-inch binders sit packed with data about two sites at the Four Star Industrial Park 
here. Kevin Sheilley, who is leaving after seven years as president and CEO of the Northwest 
Kentucky Forward regional economic development organization, has been helping accumulate 
geotechnical, utility, environmental and other data for a consultant with a goal of having the 
two sites pre-certified as suitable for food processing plants, one of the four areas that NWKF 
has targeted for attracting jobs to this area. 


a less-congested alterna¬ 
tive to the existing 1-65 
through Louisville. 

The proposed 1-67 route 
would incorporate the ex¬ 
isting Green River Park¬ 
way between Bowling 
Green and Owensboro; 
the extension of U.S. 60 
Owensboro Bypass that is 
under construction east of 
Owensboro; the four-lane 
William Natcher bridge 
over the Ohio in eastern 
Daviess County; and the 


recently upgraded stretch 
of four-lane U.S. 231 in 
southern Indiana. Much 
of that route could theo¬ 
retically be incorporated 
into a revised route for 
1-69 that would exclude 
Henderson. 

“I’m very concerned 
that there could be an 1-69 
detour” for which Ow¬ 
ensboro boosters “could 
say, ‘We’ve already got 
a bridge.’ (In theory, the 
state) could extend the 


improvements already tak¬ 
ing place on Western Ken¬ 
tucky Parkway (for 1-69) 
over to the Green River 
Parkway,” then upgrade 
that north-south route to 
Owensboro and redesig¬ 
nate it as 1-69 — and 1-67 
— rather than have 1-69 
follow the Pennyrile to 
Henderson, where a river 
crossing remains a costly 
obstacle.

Paper industry shrinking as consumers turn to electronics 

■ Demand down 21 percent 
in past decade, council says

GRAND RAPIDS, Minn. - Something 
stunning happens at 60 miles per 
hour inside the UPM Blandin pa¬ 
per mill here. 

A thin layer of damp white 
pulp, flattened between form¬ 
ing fabric as it races through a 
gauntlet of heavy rollers, slips 
free from its forms. 

It ripples like a bed sheet on a 
clothesline, but it holds together. 
The newborn paper shoots for¬ 
ward through heated rollers to 
be pressed and dried, then coat¬ 
ed and polished before spool¬ 
ing onto a giant roll. More than 
1,000 tons of shiny white paper 
for magazines and catalogs come 
off the line every day. 

But this is yesterday’s miracle. 

The North American paper 
industry is in rapid decline. 

“It’s kind of disheartening,” 
said Jim Skurla, an economist 
at the University of Minnesota 
Duluth. “Paper’s never going to 


disappear, but it’s going to be 
smaller than it has been.” 

River towns in the forest from 
eastern Washington to the coast 
of Maine have lost more than a 
hundred paper mills in a wave of 
consolidation in little more than 
a decade — a trend most people 
in the industry expect to con¬ 
tinue. Wisconsin has lost nine 
paper mills since 2005. 

North American demand 
for three types of coated and 
supercalendared paper — the 
shiny magazine and advertising 
paper — has fallen 21 percent 
in the past decade, according 
to the Pulp and Paper Products 
Council. 

Kindles and iPads, email, 
PDFs, the decline of first-class 
mail, and waning newspaper and 
magazine circulations are all to 
blame. Analysts predict demand 
will fall at least another 18 per¬ 
cent by 2024. 

The shift is forcing paper 
mills and mill towns to rethink 
their future. To survive, they 


will need to find new products 
to make out of wood. 

“We’ve got to go somewhere,” 
said James Kent, the controller at 
UPM Blandin. “The world won’t 
need paper forever.” 

Paper companies have tried 
to handle sinking demand for 
their product by cutting produc¬ 
tion, having closed 117 American 
mills since 2000, according to 
the Center for Paper Business 


and Industry Studies at Georgia 
Tech University. Some 223,000 
industry jobs have gone away in 
that time. 

But demand is falling too fast 
for the cutbacks and consolida¬ 
tion to keep up. 

“The overall fact is demand is 
declining, and you could make a 
case that demand decline is go¬ 
ing to accelerate going forward, 
so we’re going to see even more 
shuts at a more rapid pace,” said 
Paul Quinn, a paper and forest 
products analyst at RBC Capital 
Markets in Vancouver. 

The poster-child of struggling 
American paper companies is 
NewPage Corp. Created by the 
private equity firm Cerberus 
Capital Management in 2006, 
NewPage acquired the North 
American operations of Finnish 
company Stora Enso for $2.5 bil¬ 
lion in 2008, then closed several 
mills and filed for bankruptcy in 
2011 . 

Three mills in Wisconsin 
fell victim, including one in 
Niagara, a town across the 
Menominee River from the Up¬ 
per Peninsula of Michigan. The 
mill made coated paper like the 
type made at UPM Blandin and 
had been operating there since 
the 1890s. 

“It was a very impressive op¬ 
eration,” said George Bousley, 


the town’s mayor. “The people 
who lived here and worked here, 
they were very proud of it.” 

Government efforts to prop up 
paper mills can only temporarily 
rearrange the industry. 

In October, a mill in Nova 
Scotia abandoned by NewPage 
a year ago started back up under 
Canadian ownership, thanks in 
part to $125 million in provincial 
incentives. 

The paper industry in Maine 
cried foul at the subsidy because 
the mill can produce 360,000 
tons of supercalendared paper 
each year. In 2011, that would 
have equaled 17 percent of North 
American capacity for that type 
of paper. 

But subsidies are neither new 
to the industry nor exclusive to 
Canada. U.S. mills got a gift dur¬ 
ing the recession when a favor¬ 
able Internal Revenue Service 
ruling lavished them with $8 
billion in federal tax credits for 
using “black liquor” — a byprod¬ 
uct of the paper-making process 
— as fuel. 

Quinn, the analyst, said Cana¬ 
da followed with a billion dollars 
in new energy-efficiency credits. 

“All you’re doing is you’re 
moving around the mills,” he 
said. “The reality is the demand 
is going down. Some mills are 
going to have to come out.” 
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Replace Apple’s standard software to tweak Mac function 


Apple fans may claim 
that Macs have a blissfully 
symbiotic relationship be¬ 
tween software and hard¬ 
ware, but the truth is that 
some of the Mac’s stan¬ 
dard applications could be 
improved upon. Here are 
some alternatives to Mac’s 
most ditch-able software. 

Last week, I highlighted 
iTunes as a program that 
Windows users should 
avoid unless necessary. 
While it tends to work 
faster on Macs, iTunes still 
can be a system hog, and 
users commonly complain 
of random track deletions 
and duplications. 

Consider using iTunes 
to download music and 
podcasts, and Spotify 
(www.spotify.com/us) to 
do everything else. 

The free, basic version 
organizes and syncs your 
music and iTunes library 
across a multitude of oper¬ 
ating systems and mobile 
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devices, all the while let¬ 
ting you stream millions of 
songs you don’t own from 
its massive music library. 

Upgrade to a premium 
account for $9.99/month 
to ditch commercials and 
stream to your mobile de¬ 
vices. 

Safari comes pre-in¬ 
stalled on Macs, but unless 
you’re using a Web appli¬ 
cation that is Safari-specif¬ 
ic, you’ll get more mileage 
out of Google Chrome or 
Mozilla Firefox. 

Chrome has the ad¬ 
vantage in that you can 
“Google it” by simply typ¬ 
ing your query into the 


address bar — no need 
to navigate to Google’s 
search page. With 
Chrome, you can manage 
system usage by reporting 
which windows are using 
the most resources. 

It runs Flash software 
independent of the Adobe 
Flash program, a notorious 
memory hog. 

Firefox has advantages, 
too. Mozilla is launching a 
silent-update feature soon 
that will allow updating in 
the background so you’re 
not bothered by all those 
pesky reminders. 

iCal is the default calen¬ 
dar application for Macs, 
but it lacks some of the fea¬ 
tures of Google Calendar. 
Notifications can be both 
annoying and difficult to 
modify. Google Calendar 
works across all operat¬ 
ing-system platforms, an 
advantage over iCal. 

Google supports sync¬ 
ing multiple calendars, 


letting you see work and 
personal events simultane¬ 
ously while color-coding 
them for organization. It’s 
compatible with all smart¬ 
phone platforms and lets 
any authorized party edit 
shared Google calendars, 
whereas non-Mac users 
just have read-only access 
to iCal. 

Macs come with Mail 
pre-installed as the ap¬ 
plication to organize your 
email, similar to Outlook 
Express. It’s extremely ba¬ 
sic and not worth the ef¬ 
fort to configure if you’re 
using a Gmail or Yahoo 
account. Simply log in to 
your email provider from 
your browser window and 
disregard Mail. 

Gmail’s spam filtering 
is also much more robust 
than what you’ll get with 
Mail. 

The Mac alternative to 
Microsoft Office is iWork, 
which provides programs 


such as Pages for word 
processing and Num¬ 
bers for spreadsheets. Its 
advantage is that it inte¬ 
grates with iCloud to sync 
seamlessly with your other 
Apple products. 

The drawback: Lim¬ 
ited functionality makes 
it difficult to use across 
OS platforms. Opening 
documents created in 
Microsoft Office often in¬ 
volves some modification 
or loss of functionality to 
more advanced features. 
Alternately, Office users 
may encounter difficulty 
viewing Pages documents 
in their full glory. 

The free NeoOffice 
(www.neooffice.org/ 
neojava/en/index.php) is 
considered a more stable 
alternative to the Mac OS 
versions of OpenOffice or 
LibreOffice. In addition, 
NeoOffice sports a host of 
features those suites don’t 
offer. 


Movies and TV shows 
downloaded from iTunes 
usually play seamlessly in 
QuickTime, which can be 
slow and buggy for watch¬ 
ing home DVDs or movie 
files from your video cam¬ 
era. QuickTime also isn’t 
robust enough to read or 
play corrupted files. For 
that, try VLC Media Player 
(www.videolan.org/vlc). 

It’s free (unlike many 
other alternatives to 
QuickTime) and recog¬ 
nizes more file types than 
QuickTime does, so you 
don’t have to worry about 
cross-compatibility with 
your devices.

New Nintendo Wii U blows up dual-screen gaming

When Nintendo first broached 
the idea of multiple-screen video 
games in 2004, many critics were 
skeptical that players could fo¬ 
cus on two images at once. Yet 
the handheld DS, blending one 
touch-sensitive screen with a 
slightly larger video display, be¬ 
came a runaway hit. 

Turns out the portable DS may 
have just been a dress rehearsal 
for Nintendo’s latest home con¬ 
sole, the Wii U, which blows up 
the dual-screen concept to living- 
room size. It went on sale in the 
U.S. on Nov. 18, starting at $300. 

The Wii U is the heir to the 
Nintendo Wii system, whose mo¬ 
tion-based controls got couch po¬ 
tatoes around the world to burn 
calories as they swung virtual 
tennis rackets, bowled and flailed 
around in their living rooms. The 
new console still allows you to 
use your old “Wiimotes,” but its 
major advancement is a new con¬ 
troller, the GamePad, with a built- 
in touch screen that measures 6.2 
inches diagonally. 

The GamePad looks like the 
spawn of a tablet computer and 
a classic game controller. Its sur¬ 
face area is a little smaller than 
an iPad’s, but it’s about three 
times as thick, largely because 
it has hand grips that make it 
more comfortable over pro¬ 
longed game sessions. It has an 
accelerometer and gyroscope 
for motion-controlled games, as 
well as a camera, a microphone, 
speakers, two analog joysticks 
and a typical array of buttons. 

It’s the touch screen that re¬ 
ally makes the difference. In 
some cases, it houses functions 
that are typically relegated to a 
game’s pause screen. In others, it 
allows a group of people playing 


the same game together to have 
different experiences depending 
on the controller used. Nintendo 
Co. calls this “asymmetric gam- 
ing.” 

In the mini-game collection 
“Nintendo Land,” you can shoot 
arrows or fling throwing stars 
by swiping on the touch screen. 
One of the games in the collec¬ 
tion, “Mario Chase,” uses the 
GamePad to provide a bird’s-eye 
view of a maze through which 
you can guide the hero. His pur¬ 
suers — up to four players using 
Wiimotes — see the maze from 
a first-person perspective on the 
TV screen. 

“New Super Mario Bros. U” 
brings the asymmetric approach 
to cooperative action. While Wi- 
imote-wielding players scamper 
across its side-scrolling land¬ 
scapes, the GamePad user can 


create “boost blocks” to help 
them reach otherwise inacces¬ 
sible areas. If you’re going solo, 
you can play the entire adventure 
on the GamePad screen, freeing 
up the TV for family members 
who might want to watch some¬ 
thing else. 

On a more basic level, the 
GamePad lets you select your 
next play or draw new routes for 
your receivers in Electronic Arts 
Inc.’s “Madden NFL 13.” You use 
it to adjust strategy or substitute 
players in 2K Sports’ “NBA 2K13.” 

Ubisoft’s “ZombiU” — the best 
original game at launch — turns 
the GamePad into your “bug-out 
bag.” It’s where you’ll find all 
your undead-fighting supplies, 
from bats and bullets to ham¬ 
mers and health kits. It lets you 
access maps and security-camera 
footage as you navigate the dev¬ 


astated streets of London. If you 
hold it vertically, you can scan the 
virtual space in three dimensions 
to locate zombies who are lying 
in wait. 

Essentially, the GamePad func¬ 
tions like the bottom half of the 
portable DS, with triggers, but¬ 
tons and the touch screen offer¬ 
ing additional information and 
an added dimension of control. 
In this comparison, your living- 
room TV would be the equivalent 
of the DS’ top display. 

It’s somewhat gimmicky: 
Much of the time, you can eas¬ 
ily imagine playing with just a 
regular joystick. But in “Zom¬ 
biU,” the GamePad adds to the 
atmosphere, creating the panicky 
feeling of scrambling around in a 
backpack while another undead 
horde approaches. 

The high-definition graphics 


produced by the Wii U are close 
to those of Microsoft Corp.’s 
Xbox 360 and Sony Corp.’s Play¬ 
Station 3. That should bring back 
some of the game makers who 
had fled the underpowered Wii 
— at least until Microsoft and 
Sony bring out their next-gener¬ 
ation consoles (neither company 
has announced any plans yet). 

Some fine games from the 
past couple of years — Warner 
Bros.’ “Batman: Arkham City,” 
Electronic Arts’ “Mass Effect 3” 
and THQInc.’s “Darksiders II” — 
are finally coming to a Nintendo 
console. The enhanced GamePad 
controls don’t substantially alter 
their DNA, and if you’ve already 
played them on the Xbox or PS3, 
you aren’t missing much. But if 
I’d had the option to play them 
the first time around with the 
enhanced GamePad controls, I 
would have. 

The Wii U’s online functions 
include video chat, its own social 
network and the ability to search 
for TV shows and movies from 
services such as Netflix and Hulu. 
These are all free. I wasn’t able to 
test those features before writing 
this review. Nintendo said that 
many of these features won’t be 
available until next month. 

I don’t expect the Wii U to 
make as big a splash as the origi¬ 
nal Wii did six years ago. Nin¬ 
tendo’s competitors are dipping 
their toes into the dual-screen 
pool as well: Some Sony games 
link the PS3 with the handheld 
Vita, while Microsoft’s Smart- 
Glass app for tablet computers 
adds bonus material to Xbox 
games such as “Halo 4” and 
“Forza Horizon.” 

Still, the Wii U goes all in on 
the multiscreen concept for a 
relatively inexpensive price. And 
in a world where people tweet on 
their iPads while watching sports 
or reality shows on their TVs, the 
whole GamePad concept feels 
perfectly natural. 

The Wii U’s success will de¬ 
pend on what Nintendo and 
other developers do with that 
second screen. The early results 
are very promising.

Instead of relying on bold claims 
about your brilliance, give hiring man¬ 
agers concrete examples of how you’ve 
used your keen business sense and 
bright ideas to help employers achieve 
business goals. 

The following IT professional, for 
example, does an excellent job empha¬ 
sizing how she positively impacted her 
firm’s bottom line: 

“ACHIEVEMENTS: Developed soft¬ 
ware enhancements that cut the time re¬ 
quired to process online orders by half, 
resulting in a 20 percent spike in web 
sales in the first year of implementation.” 

Rather than quantifying their most 
compelling professional contributions, 
these job applicants offered empty 
boasts about their IQ; 

“QUALIFICATIONS: My superior 
brain is a seamless circuit of sizzling 
synapses.” 

If nothing else, you’re adept at allit¬ 
eration. 

“SKILLS: I have the utmost intellec¬ 
tual capacity to pierce any disparity and 
sort reality.” 

We hate to burst your bubble, but 
that’s not a job requirement. 

The carelessness of the following can¬ 
didates undermined their credibility: 

“ABOUT ME: I am no doubt a gifted 
genus.” 

A candidate who’s in a class by him¬ 
self. 

RESUME: “I’m so crazey smart that 
Mensa refused my application.” 

We might know why. 

While it doesn’t benefit you to brag 
about your big brain, you also shouldn’t 
disparage yourself, even in jest. Sarcasm 
and self-deprecation don’t always trans¬ 
late well on paper. We can only hope this 
job seeker was joking: 

“NOTE: My wisdom and intelligence 
are lacking, so don’t expect me to actu¬ 
ally read and understand the company 
handbook or any of that stuff.” 

HR will not be happy to hear that.

Want to save on gas? Use app to find lowest prices 


■ Several services offer info via phone

NEW YORK - Gasoline prices are 
the highest ever for a Thanks¬ 
giving weekend. There are two 
ways you can cut your gas tab, 
at least a little: Use less of it, and 
pay less for what you use. 

Leave behind what you don’t 
need. An extra 100 pounds re¬ 
duces fuel economy by up to 2 
percent, according to the Energy 
Department. Don’t leave your 
car idling — it can use up to a 
half gallon of fuel per hour. And 
slow down. Fuel economy gets 
worse quickly at speeds over 


50 miles per hour. Each 5 mph 
over 50 is like paying an extra 
24 cents per gallon, the Energy 
Department says. 

Your computer or smartphone 
can help you find cheaper gas 
while you drive, thanks to ser¬ 
vices such as GasBuddy.com. 
The service, which can be ac¬ 
cessed on a smartphone appli¬ 
cation or on the Internet, reports 
gasoline prices at nearby sta¬ 
tions. GasBuddy.com, which has 
8.4 million users, gets its price 
information from users who en¬ 
ter fuel prices into the app after 
seeing them while driving by or 
filling up. 


Users post prices to help other 
drivers, according to GasBuddy. 
corn’s Patrick DeHaan, and those 
who contribute can become 
eligible to win a $250 gas card. 
DeHaan says that 70,000 users 
supply data daily. 

Be aware that sometimes, es¬ 
pecially in rural areas, the price 
given might be a few days old. 
But for stations in more populat¬ 
ed regions, the price information 
is often up to the minute. 

But don’t get too obsessed 
about saving a penny or two 
a gallon — you might burn up 
your savings by driving an ex¬ 
tra distance to find the cheaper 
gas. 

Here’s an example. A driver of 
a car that gets the national aver¬ 


age of 23 miles per gallon notices 
that a station five miles from the 
one he’s near is 10 cents a gallon 
cheaper. Sounds good, right? But 
the driver would save only $1 if 
he bought 10 gallons there, and 
he would burn 74 cents worth of 
fuel. Total savings: 26 cents. 

DeHaan’s rule of thumb: Driv¬ 
ers must be saving at least 5 cents 
per gallon for every mile they 
drive out of their way to make it 
worthwhile. 

Still, using GasBuddy.com or a 
similar service to plan your gas 
purchases can save you money. 
And you can realize significant 
savings on longer trips because 
prices vary over greater dis¬ 
tances and you’ll be buying more 
fuel. 


Other gas price services in¬ 
clude Gas Guru, which uses 
data from credit card swipes 
obtained through the Oil Price 
Information Service and Wright 
Express. 

The Gas Prices Map App at 
the search engine Bing.com 
provides gas prices within a 
5-mile radius of where a person 
is searching, also using data pro¬ 
vided by OPIS. 

The navigation app Waze uses 
real-time traffic updates from 
other users to help you steer 
clear of traffic snarls. It also 
helps you find cheap gas stations. 

The Cheap Gas! app uses 
GasBuddy.com data, but also 
provides directions to the gas 
station you choose.

Nissan upgrades Leaf 
electric car, lowers price

TOKYO - The upgraded Nissan Motor 
Co. Leaf electric car can travel further 
without recharging, comes in a cheaper 
model and tells drivers how much battery 
life is left. 

The changes in the revamped model, 
shown Tuesday at a Tokyo hotel, were 
based on feedback from owners whose 
chief worry was running out of electric 
juice while driving, Nissan officials said. 

Electric cars emit no pollution, but they 
need to be recharged. Owners have charg¬ 
ing equipment installed at home. But the 
scarcity of recharging stations on the 
roads has limited electric vehicles use to 
short commutes and kept zero-emission 
cars confined to a market niche. 

The new model can travel 228 kilo¬ 
meters (142 miles) on a single charge, up 
from 200 kilometers (124 miles) as long as 
you don’t use air conditioning, because of 
improvements such as streamlining the 
battery system and the vehicle’s lighter 
weight, according to Nissan. 

It sells for less than 2.5 million yen 
($31,000) in Japan when stripped of 
fancy options and adding government 
green subsidies — more affordable than 
the cheapest previous model at just below 
3 million yen ($37,000). 

Nissan did not detail overseas sales 
plans but said similar upgrades were in 
the works. 

The Leaf is the world’s most popular 
electric vehicle, comprising more than 
half of all electric car sales. Leaf global 
sales since late 2010 total 43,000 vehicles, 
about half of them in Japan. 

More than 17,000 Leaf cars have been 
sold in the U.S. and monthly sales are re¬ 
cently at about 1,500 vehicles, according 
to Nissan.

Senior Vice President Masaaki Nishiza- 
wa told reporters the Leaf does away with 
the hassles of going to gas stations and 
allows drivers a cleaner conscience. 

“People who try out the Leaf are 
moved,” he said. “But they are worried 
about cruise range.” 

When the Leaf first went on sale, re¬ 
charging facilities were at 200 Nissan 
dealerships in Japan. 

That will grow to 700 Nissan dealers 
later this year, or 1,200 locations, when 
including other spots such as convenience 
stores. 

Among other changes to the Leaf: 

■ Roomier luggage space after the re¬ 
charging mechanism became smaller and 
was moved to the front. 

■ A dashboard display that tells how 
much battery charge is left. 

■ A navigation system that calculates 
the best energy-saving route to your des¬ 
tination. 

■ A smaller lighter recharging nozzle. 

■ Reduction of rare-earth use by 40 
percent for the electric motor. 



Ford bringing smaller 
engine to U.S. in 14 Fiesta 


■ Company racing to meet 
stricter fuel economy rules

DEARBORN, Mich. - Ford is 
bringing its smallest en¬ 
gine to the U.S. in the race 
to meet stricter govern¬ 
ment fuel economy rules. 

The company says the 
2014 Fiesta will be the first 
North American vehicle 
to get Ford’s new 1-liter, 
three-cylinder EcoBoost 
engine when it goes on sale 
next year. The 1-liter has 
been sold in the European 
version of the Focus sedan 
since March. 

Ford isn’t releasing fuel 
economy numbers yet, but 
says the 1-liter Fiesta will 
be the most fuel-efficient 
non-hybrid available in the 
U.S. It should get well over 
40 miles per gallon. 

“This is truly a dynamo 
of an engine,” says Bob 
Fascetti, Ford’s director of 


global engine engineering. 

Ford plans to show a Fi¬ 
esta with the new engine 
at the Los Angeles Auto 
Show later this month. 
The Focus sedan has the 
engine in Europe, and Ford 
hints the U.S. Focus may 
also get it soon. 

Three-cylinder engines 
are common in small Euro¬ 
pean cars but have rarely 
ventured across the Atlan¬ 
tic. That’s partly because 
they gained a reputation 
for being loud, shaky and 
underpowered in 1990s 
econoboxes like the Geo 
Metro. The tiny Smart 
ForTwo is currently the 
only car for sale in the 
U.S. with a three-cylinder 
engine. Its sales are just 
a fraction of the Fiesta’s, 
however. Daimler AG had 
sold just 8,309 Smart cars 
in the U.S. through Octo¬ 
ber, compared with sales 


of47,475 for the Fiesta. 

President Obama or¬ 
dered car companies to 
double their average fuel 
economy to 54.5 miles per 
gallon by 2025. One of the 
easiest ways to do that is 
use proven technology 
from Europe, where gas is 
more expensive and cus¬ 
tomers place a premium on 
fuel economy. 

General Motors plans 
to bring a diesel version of 
the Chevrolet Cruze from 
Europe to the U.S. next 
year. It’s expected to top 
40 mpg. And Ford prob¬ 
ably won’t be the last to 
bring over its smaller en¬ 
gines. BMW AG recently 
unveiled new three-cylin¬ 
ders that could be bound 
for America. 

Ford’s first three-cyl¬ 
inder uses turbocharging 
and direct fuel injection 
to give it the power of a 
larger engine. It has 123 
horsepower, for example, 
which is three more than 
the current Fiesta with a 
1.6-liter four-cylinder. 


Shortage of airline pilots possible 


■ Mandate ups minimum 
flight-time requirements

Since boyhood, Daniel Cifuentes has 
dreamed of becoming a pilot at a big air¬ 
line. But now, with two years remaining 
before he graduates from Utah Valley 
University with a professional pilot de¬ 
gree, Cifuentes doesn’t believe his dream 
is possible in the United States. 

“Most likely, I will end up flying air¬ 
planes either in Mexico or Colombia be¬ 
cause (of a new rule) here in the U.S. man¬ 
dating that pilots have at least 1,500 hours 
(of flight experience). It’s very expensive 
to get 1,500 hours,” Cifuentes, 25, said. 

The rule, set to take effect next August, 
raises minimum flight-time requirements 
six-fold for new-hire airline pilots, from 
250 hours of experience to 1,500. It was 
triggered by a law Congress passed two 
years ago to improve safety after a 2009 
crash of a commuter flight that killed 50 
people. 

The mandate has accelerated debate 
within the airline industry over whether 
a pilot shortage is looming in the United 
States and the effect that could have on 


service, especially to communities where 
demand is spotty. 

It appears that ingredients are combin¬ 
ing to create at least the threat of a short¬ 
age, if not an actual shortfall. At the same 
time minimum flight time requirements 
for inexperienced pilots are rising, thou¬ 
sands of veteran pilots are closing in on 
mandatory retirement at age 65. Simulta¬ 
neously, revised rules on work schedules 
and rest periods are forcing commercial 
carriers to increase their pilot numbers. 

Several beleaguered airlines have used 
bankruptcy to force pay concessions from 
pilots, while fast-growing carriers in Asia 
and the Middle East are expanding their 
fleets and recruiting U.S. pilots with big 
salaries to fly their new airplanes. Finally, 
fewer Air Force and Navy pilots are leav¬ 
ing the military. 

Earlier this year, aircraft maker Boeing 
said the world’s airlines will need 460,000 
more aviators over the next two decades 
as the global economy expands. 

But Lee Moak, president of the Air Line 
Pilots Association, said any airline short 
of pilots can draw from a pool of “several 
thousand” veteran pilots who were laid off 
in recent years by carriers cutting costs. 
Many pilots went abroad to get work. 
Moak thinks most would return if they 
were summoned back to their jobs. 


More credible high-mileage cars hitting market every year 


Dear Tom and Ray: I 

drive a long way for work 
— about 310 miles round 
trip. Fortunately, I only 
have to do that eight or 
nine times each month, but 
it is still a long commute. I 
drive a 2008 Toyota Prius 
and average about 45 mpg 
going 70-75 mph and over 
the mountains to get there 
and back. 

I am considering the 
purchase of a replace¬ 
ment car, and have looked 
at the new Prius, the plug¬ 
in Prius and other hybrid 
and electric cars. I haven’t 
found an electric-only car 
that has the range I need 
(even one way) for a rea¬ 
sonable price, and I am not 
sure if the additional cost 
for a plug-in hybrid really 
saves any money, as they 
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provide electric-only op¬ 
eration for just the first 15 
miles or so. 

My question is this: 
What is the best vehicle 
to maximize my fuel 
economy? I’m used to the 
Prius, but is there anything 
better out there that has a 
reasonable purchase price? 
Thanks for your help! 

-John 


Ray: If excellent mile¬ 
age at a reasonable price 
is what you’re looking for, 
you really can’t go wrong 
with another Prius, John. 

Tom: I’d skip the plug¬ 
in Prius in your case; it’s 
more expensive. And 
while the plug-in system 
will improve your over¬ 
all mileage, it’s designed 
to benefit you more if you 
do a lot of local driving, 
during which you can run 
primarily on the cheaper 
electric power. 

Ray: But since you’re 
driving 150 miles at a time, 
the regular Prius is going 
to get you 48 mpg on the 
highway (51 city), which is 
pretty darn good. And its 
reliability has been well 
demonstrated. 

Tom: There are alterna¬ 


tives now — many more 
than when you bought 
your last Prius, in 2008. 
There are other Prius 
models of slightly different 
sizes, there’s an improved 
(but not as good as the Pri¬ 
us, in our opinion) Honda 
Civic hybrid. 

The well-reviewed Ford 
Fusion hybrid gets slightly 
lower highway mileage, 
but it’s larger, and you 
might find it more com¬ 
fortable. 

Honda Accord is com¬ 
ing out with a hybrid ver¬ 
sion soon. And we found 
the Hyundai Sonata and 
Kia Optima hybrids very 
impressive, too. 

Ray: There’s also the 
brand-new Ford C-Max, 
which we haven’t re¬ 
viewed yet, but which is a 


mini-minivan from Ford’s 
European market that gets 
mileage very comparable 
to that of the Prius. 

Tom: You also can look 
at the Volkswagen line of 
diesels — Golf, Jetta, Pas¬ 
sat. They’ll get you some¬ 
thing in the low 40s on 
the highway, but the die¬ 
sel fuel will cost you more 
per gallon. 

Ray: So the good news 
is, at least you have more 
options now. Every year, 
we’re seeing more and 
more credible high-mile¬ 
age cars. 

So if you don’t like the 
way the seat fabric chafes 
your butt in the Prius, now 
you can buy something 
else that’s comparable. 

But if you’re happy with 
the Prius, we don’t have 


any reason to recommend 
against it.

HP’s Autonomy deal highlights pattern of bad moves 


■ Experts say board’s 
credibility now at stake

SAN FRANCISCO- Hewlett-Packard’s $9.7 bil¬ 
lion acquisition of Autonomy seemed like a 
bad idea long before last week’s allegations 
of an accounting scandal made clear it was 
a deal that should never have happened. 

It’s the latest in a line of costly blun¬ 
ders at HP. The Silicon Valley pioneer 
has squandered billions of dollars on ill- 
advised acquisitions, compounding the 
challenges it already faces as it scrambles 
to adjust to a world that is shifting away 
from PCs to smartphones and tablets. 

Last week, HP took an $8.8 billion 
write-down for the Autonomy acquisi¬ 
tion. Hewlett-Packard Co. CEO Meg 
Whitman alleged that executives at Au¬ 
tonomy used various accounting tricks 
to make the British software company 
appear more profitable. 

The Autonomy deal may amplify the 
pressure on HP to reshuffle its board of di¬ 
rectors, which already had been overhauled 
after a series of previous embarrassments. 

The debacles, dating back to 2006, in¬ 
clude prying into the personal phone re¬ 
cords of reporters covering the company 
to its widely criticized hiring of Leo Apo- 
theker as CEO after the company’s pre¬ 
vious leader, Mark Hurd, resigned amid 
questions about his relationship with a 
female contractor.

Although HP says it was duped into 
paying too much for Autonomy under the 
since-fired Apotheker, the deal ultimately 
was approved by 10 of its current 11 direc¬ 
tors, including Whitman, who served on 
the board for nine months before being 
appointed as CEO in September 2011 

Only shareholder activist Ralph Whit¬ 
worth wasn’t on the board when HP au¬ 
thorized Apotheker to buy Autonomy 
in August 2011. Just five weeks after the 
deal was announced, HP’s directors fired 
Apotheker, a move some analysts trace to 
the company’s almost immediate remorse 
over the Autonomy acquisition. 

But Apotheker’s ouster may not be 
enough to placate shareholders who are 
seething with renewed anger over the 
deal. The allegation that Autonomy had 
been “willfully” deceptive leading up 
to HP’s purchase raises the specter of a 
criminal investigation. It also opens a tor- 
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rent of potentially distracting class-action 
lawsuits on behalf of shareholders alleg¬ 
ing HP’s board was negligent. 

“When I talk to investors, that is what 
they are concerned about: the credibility 
of the board,” said Sterne Agee analyst 
Shaw Wu. “There already has been a lot of 
turmoil at this company, but maybe they 
still need more change.” 

In a research note, Topeka Capital Mar¬ 
kets analyst Brian White called for a new 
purge of HP’s board. 

Whitman said she regrets voting in 
favor of the Autonomy acquisition while 
insisting HP did its due diligence. That 
was an assertion echoed by Apotheker 
in a prepared statement. 

HP Chairman Ray Lane, who joined 
the board when Apotheker was hired in 
2010, wasn’t available for an interview, ac¬ 
cording to company spokesman Michael 
Thacker. 

Mark Williams, a finance professor 
at Boston University and a former bank 
examiner for the Federal Reserve, called 
HP’s accusations against Autonomy “due 
diligence deflection.” 

“Just to say ‘we paid too much because of 
fraud’ doesn’t negate the fact of inadequate 
due diligence,” said Williams. “Some re¬ 
sponsibility needs to come back to HP.” 

At least one of HP’s board members, 
McKesson Corp. CEO John Hammer- 
gren, has experienced the aftermath of 
an accounting scandal. McKesson named 
Hammergren as its CEO after revealing 


it had been conned into buying software 
maker HBO & Co. for $12 billion in 1999. 
The accounting fraud wiped out half of 
McKesson’s market value. The San Fran¬ 
cisco company has since bounced back 
under Hammergren, but the comeback 
took years to pull off. 

Investors are losing hope that HP will 
rebound because the company has made 
so many questionable decisions in the 
five years since Apple Inc.’s release of the 
first iPhone changed the way people use 
technology. The upheaval has reduced 
demand for HP’s PCs and printers. 

“I don’t see how anyone could invest in 
this company any longer,” said ISI Group 
analyst Brian Marshall, who described 
HP as “an unmitigated train wreck.” 

In the last three months, HP has ab¬ 
sorbed nearly $17 billion in non-cash 
charges to account for the diminished 
value of its 2008 acquisition of technol¬ 
ogy consulting service Electronic Data 
Systems and its 2011 purchase Autonomy. 
Last year, HP took a nearly $900 million 
hit for its purchase of device maker Palm 
Inc. 

Other deals for computer network¬ 
ing gear maker 3Com ($2.7 billion deal), 
data storage service 3Par $2.4 billion) and 
software maker ArcSight ($1.5 billion) are 
working out better, so far. 

But the Autonomy deal never seemed to 
make sense to anyone outside HP. 

“Something smelled bad about it from 
the beginning,” said 451 Research analyst 
Alan Pelz-Sharpe, who has been follow¬ 
ing Autonomy since the company went 
public in 1998.

Need more space? Some put up a cottage out back 


■ Extra rooms often added for aging parents

Something small is afoot. Backyard cot¬ 
tages — from 800-square-foot bungalows 
to Lilliputian studio cabins — are spring¬ 
ing up behind houses in many cities, some 
of which have changed zoning laws to ac¬ 
commodate them. 

Often, the cottages are built for aging 
parents or grown children. Sometimes, 
they’re rented out for extra income or are 
used as studios or offices. 

“Backyard cottages increase density in 
a nice way,” says Bruce Parker, principal 
of the Seattle-based design collective Mi¬ 
crohouse. “They use existing infrastruc¬ 
ture and... they’re inherently sustainable. 
A cottage is the antithesis of a big house 
on a tiny lot.” 

Seattle updated its zoning laws in 2009 
to allow for “accessory dwelling units” on 
single-family lots of at least 4,000 square 
feet. (Permits are needed depending on 
the size of the cottage and whether it has 
plumbing and electricity.) 

While Parker had been designing small 
homes for several years, the microhouse 


law inspired him to focus on backyard 
dwellings. Soon, he was teaching classes 
on backyard cottages with the Seattle firm 
NCompass Construction. 

About 90 percent of his students, he 
said, wanted to build a cottage for their 
parents. 

“Rather than paying thousands of dol¬ 
lars a month for assisted living, you can 
have your parents with you and they can 
help with the kids — but everyone gets 
their own space,” says Parker. 

Often, it’s the parents who pay to build 
the cottages. “It’s an investment for their 
comfort and a way to improve their chil¬ 
dren’s property,” says Parker. 

In Portland, Ore., which changed zon¬ 
ing rules in 2010 to allow for backyard 
cottages, Jasmine Deatherage and her 
mother, Diane Hoglund, looked for a 
house with a large yard specifically with 
this living arrangement in mind. 

“We really wanted to live together,” 
says Deatherage. “I have a 2-year-old 
and my mom will be taking on some of 
the childcare. It’s a special time to live 
together.” 

Before her mother bought the house, 


they asked the previous owner to build 
a basic single-car garage, which they 
plan to convert into a fully functioning 
mother-in-law cottage by next summer. 

For other homeowners, backyard cot¬ 
tages are an opportunity for small-scale 
entrepreneurship. 

Bob DiPalma of Burlington, Vt., didn’t 
set out to run a mini-hotel out of his yard 
but the project “crept up on me.” While 
rehabilitating their 100-year-old barn, he 
and his wife saw the opportunity to con¬ 
vert the space into an apartment above 
a garage. They drew up designs, hired a 
contractor and soon had a fully function¬ 
ing vacation rental. 

“Over the last four years, we’ve had re¬ 
ally wonderful guests who have appreci¬ 
ated the space,” DiPalma says. 

Sometimes, the need for more space is 
just a need for more space. 

“So many people are working from 
home,” says Gayle Zalduondo, principal of 
the Miami-based Cabin Fever, which sells 
prefab cabins. “Rather than going offsite, 
they’re adding a cabin. People need more 
space, but they’re not comfortable upsiz¬ 
ing to a larger house, especially in this 
economy.” 

Some of her customers want a guest 
house, while others are artists, musi-

cians and independent service provid¬ 
ers — from freelance graphic designers 
to massage therapists. 

Unlike the fully outfitted miniature 
homes being used for rental properties and 
mother-in-law quarters, small backyard 
cabins without kitchens and bathrooms do 
not require permits in many states.

“I know (Owensboro officials) 
say that’s not their intention,” 
Sheilley said. “But it may be on 
the minds of other people.” 

To be sure, rerouting 1-69 to 
Owensboro would face opposi¬ 
tion — especially in Evansville, 
where the southernmost leg of 
1-69 in Indiana has just been 
opened. Using the existing 
Natcher Bridge several miles 
east of Owensboro would add 
some 70 miles of east-west de¬ 
tour to the 1-69 route, reducing 
its value as an economic devel¬ 
opment engine. 

And Sheilley suspects that if 
the 1-67 proposal ever gained 
serious traction, Louisville 
would recognize that moving 
traffic away from their area 
would threaten the feasibility 
of the new interstate toll bridges 
planned across the Ohio River 
there. 

Still, to get an 1-69 bridge built 
here, Sheilley said, “We’re going 
to have to find a champion, be¬ 
cause we don’t have the advan¬ 
tage of a media market and a 
population” on the scale of Lou¬ 
isville and Cincinnati/Northern 
Kentucky. 

There is one consolation: 
While the “super road” from 
Henderson to Madisonville offi¬ 
cially remains just the Pennyrile 
Parkway, the widely used map 
function of Google already labels 
that stretch of highway — even 
the U.S. 41-Bypass — as 1-69. 

“You’ve got to love Google 
Maps,” Sheilley said. 

Buildings: “What has been and 
what will be a challenge is the 
lack of buildings,” Sheilley said. 

Industries have shown a desire 
to locate in existing buildings be¬ 
cause they can be occupied much 
faster than a build-from-scratch 
plant. If anything, the economic 
downturn and uncertainties of 
recent years have magnified that 
interest, he said, because many 
companies have postponed the 
opening of new operations for 
so long that their needs for new 
facilities is especially acute. 

But few suitable empty build¬ 
ing exist in Henderson, Union, 
Webster and McLean counties, 
the region served by NWKF. 

“We’ve got the Sykes build¬ 
ing,” a 42,500-square-foot of¬ 
fice facility near Morganfield 
that call center operator Sykes 
Enterprises opened in 2000 be¬ 
fore shutting down the operation 
last year, saying it had lost a key 
contract for a customer support 
client. 

But the building isn’t suitable 
for manufacturing. “It was built 
for a very specific use,” Sheilley 
said. “It’s a beautiful building 
... It’s like they went home one 
night and just didn’t come back. 
The computers are still turned 
on. The wiring, the cubicles — 
everything” is still in place. 

The Sykes building has been 
shown to prospective call center 
operators. “The concern is, it’s 
a large call center building in a 
rural market,” he said. 

“It was made for 800 to 900 
employees (in a 24-hour opera¬ 
tion) in a market that can handle 
400,” Sheilley said. 

Still, he said, “I’d be shocked if, 
in the new year, they don’t make 
an announcement” of a compa¬ 
ny moving into the building ... 
There’s even the potential of it 
being a multi-tenant facility.” 

A few other buildings are 
on the market: a privately built 
9,900-square-foot spec building 
on U.S. 60 at Morganfield and 
the 42,500-square-foot Sebree 
spec building on U.S. 41 south of 
Sebree as well as some former 
commercial buildings. 

But overall, Sheilley said 
NWKF has been unable to serve 


prospects’ inquiries for available 
industrial buildings — and ef¬ 
forts to secure funding for a spec 
building at the Four Star Indus¬ 
trial Park have repeatedly failed. 

One factor in Henderson’s 
favor is “in the lower Midwest 
and the Southeast, there are not 
many buildings” available, ei¬ 
ther, he said. 

“So they’re starting looking at 
new construction,” Sheilley said, 
noting that NWKF — which will 
be led by Donna Crooks, the or¬ 
ganization’s vice president of ex¬ 
isting business, until a new CEO 
is hired — has industrial sites 
available to market, especially 
in Henderson County. 

Labor: Sheilley said economic 
development efforts here are af¬ 
fected by the fact that nearby 
Indiana and Tennessee are 
right-to-work states — where 
most workers can’t be required 
to join a union or pay union dues 

— while Kentucky isn’t. 

“Kentucky will continue to 

miss out on about half of all ma¬ 
jor prospects” because it isn’t 
a right-to-work state, he said. 
“Three out of four consultants 
who to spoke to (the Kentucky 
Association for Economic Devel¬ 
opment) last week said that’s a 
major screen” used in narrowing 
prospective locations. 

“There are not many compa¬ 
nies out there that want to be 
unionized,” Sheilley said. “But 
then, there aren’t many in Ken¬ 
tucky that are anyway. Of the 
140 companies we work with” 

— companies eligible for state 
economic development incen¬ 
tives, such as manufacturing 
plants, in the four counties — “I 
think we have five” plants with a 
unionized workforce, including 
Rio Tinto Alcan, Dana Holding 
Corp., Tyson Foods and Cres- 
line Plastic Pipe in Henderson 
County. 

Further, he said, “Of the 7 l A 
years I’ve been here, I haven’t 
seen any union activity with ei¬ 
ther new or existing companies.” 

Still, Sheilley said of the right- 
to-work issue: “It’s a perception.” 

“I think the other challenge — 
and it’s not unique to Henderson 
or Kentucky; (it comes up) any¬ 
time I talk with economic devel¬ 
opers anywhere in the country 

— is its work force and skills,” 
he said. 


Industries need workers with 
technical (or “hard”) skills, such 
as machinists, tool-and-die mak¬ 
ers, industrial maintenance 
workers and electricians — and 
employers of all types need em¬ 
ployees with “soft” skills such 
as being able to work and solve 
problems as a team, as well as to 
simply show up ready to work, 
on time, every day they are 
scheduled. 

Northwest Kentucky Forward 
has tried to address those issues 
with its leadership in the Rally 
4 Education initiative to engage 
parents and other citizens in the 
effectiveness of public schools; 
the new Northwest Kentucky 
Training Consortium, which 
seeks to provide free or discount- 
price worker training for groups 
of companies; and the success in 
getting Henderson County des¬ 
ignated by the state as Certified 
Work Ready and Union County 
as being “in progress.” 

OPPORTUNITIES 

Henderson has long promoted 
itself as being within a one-day 
drive from major markets rang¬ 
ing from Detroit to Atlanta; 
its access to river, rail and air 
transportation; and the ample 
availability of competitively 
priced electricity. Sheilley said 
the Henderson area boasts other 
strengths as well. 

Sites: “We have no buildings,” 
he said, “but we’ve really invest¬ 
ed in the last couple of years to 
make sure our (industrial) parks 
are ready,” especially the 800- 
acre Four Star Industrial Park 
beside U.S. 41-South along the 
Henderson-Webster county line 
and the approximately 250 acres 
the Henderson County River- 
port along Kentucky 136-West. 

Four Star has been equipped 
with water and sewer lines. 
Nearly a mile of new natural 
gas lines is being laid. A signifi¬ 
cant portion of the roadways are 
fully paved. The entire park has 
been designated a Foreign-Trade 
Zone, which gives industries en¬ 
gaged in foreign commerce that 
locate there certain tax advan¬ 
tages. 

And coal rights beneath the 
park have been secured, elimi¬ 
nating uncertainties regarding 
future undermining and clearing 
the way for the Kentucky Cabi¬ 


net for Economic Development 
to fully market its sites. 

Those features can help a 
new industry get a jump-start 
on building a new plant. 

“That park is ready to move 
forward,” Sheilley declared. 

The most recent initiative is 
to hire consultants to certify 
two sites at Four Star as being 
suitable for food processing, one 
of four industries — along with 
automotive, logistics and energy 

— that NWKF has targeted for 
the past seven years. 

“At Four Star, I think you’ll see 
more and more food processing,” 
from canned food and prepared 
meals to cookies or candy, Sheil¬ 
ley said. (Slaughterhouses are 
prohibited by Four Star’s cov¬ 
enants.) 

He envisions a typical food 
processor as employing 150 to 
200 people. 

One of the Henderson area’s 
strengths in recruiting food 
processors is the availability of 
treated water, Sheilley said. 

“We take it for granted” with 
the Ohio and Green rivers and 
the city of Henderson’s two wa¬ 
ter treatment complexes, he said. 
“There are parts of the country” 

— large portions of the Ameri¬ 
can West as well as Florida and 
even the Atlanta area — “that 
can’t get industrial water. It’s 
important in the food sector.” 

Meanwhile, “The riverport is 
in an excellent position,” Sheil¬ 
ley said. “There are great sites 
and it offers so many advantages. 

“We get a lot of looks” by pro¬ 
spective industries there, he 
said. “If someone wants 100 to 
150 acres, which is what’s avail¬ 
able there,” the port becomes a 
contender. 

Transportation: Aside from 
online map services such as 
Google already labeling the 
Pennyrile as 1-69, Sheilley cited 
several transportation develop¬ 
ments where “we do see some 
progress.” 

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet is preparing to complete 
the Kentucky 416/Robards exit 
on the Pennyrile Parkway, 
which will not only help make 
it interstate-ready but will im¬ 
prove access to and from Four 
Star. Plans are also being made 
for rebuilding the nearby Sebree 
interchange. 


CSX Transportation a 
few years ago completed a 
10,000-foot-long side track south 
of Henderson that not only im¬ 
proves its operations but creates 
more opportunities for adding 
industrial spurs. “Rail is hot” 
among industrial companies be¬ 
cause trains can move materials 
so cheaply, Sheilley said. 

And a series of improvements 
at the Henderson City-County 
Airport — runway, hangers, 
terminal building and more — 
make it more attractive to cor¬ 
porate visitors. 

“The average person does 
not realize how many people 
come in and out of that facility,” 
he said. Those people include 
industrial prospects and con¬ 
sultants as well as corporate of¬ 
ficials arriving by private jet to 
visit their existing plants. 

Additionally, the Henderson 
County Industrial Foundation is 
in the process of deeding over 
to NWKF a 29-acre site near the 
airport that could be attractive 
to either aviation-related indus¬ 
tries or companies — like the 
existing Eastern Alloys plant at 
the riverport or the Innovative 
Workflow Technologies hos¬ 
pital software company just 
off Kentucky 136-West — that 
might choose to locate here be¬ 
cause of proximity to the air¬ 
port. 

Prospects: Over the past seven 
years, Northwest Kentucky For¬ 
ward has worked with far more 
industrial prospects than citi¬ 
zens know. 

“It would be hundreds,” Sheil¬ 
ley said. 

But Northwest Kentucky has 
landed only a handful, a signifi¬ 
cant portion of which located in 
Union County. 

“It’s the nature of the beast,” 
he said. “It’s what we do.” 

If, like top baseball hitters, an 
economic development orga¬ 
nization hit .300 — succeeding 
three times out of 10 — “we’d be 
superstars,” Sheilley said. 

“You have to work with lots 
and lots and lots of projects” to 
get a single groundbreaking cer¬ 
emony, he said. “Just getting to 
finalist is a big deal.” 

But having at least a shot with 
so many companies improves 
the region’s odds. 

Appearance: Henderson is 
more attractive to visitors than 
local folks may realize, Sheilley 
said. 

“When you live here, you 
know the warts, you know the 
scars, you know the used-to- 
bes,” he said. “Newcomers see 
a different side. 

“I don’t think Henderson real¬ 
izes what we have,” particularly 
downtown, Sheilley said. “Hen¬ 
dersonians think about the de¬ 
partment stores that are gone. 
But they’re gone (from down¬ 
towns) everywhere. 

“We have a wonderful down¬ 
town” to show to industrial pros¬ 
pects, he said. “These people 
love it.” 

Indeed, Sheilley said one of 
the site consultants working to 
certify Four Star for food pro¬ 
cessing remarked on “what a 
great selling point downtown 
Henderson is. He wants us to 
make sure downtown is always 
on our tour” to newcomers. 

Cost of living: Henderson has 
an opportunity to market itself 
not only to new industries, but 
to other Tri-state residents. 

“We haven’t marketed our 
assets to Evansville,” Sheilley 
said. “We have cheaper utilities, 
cheaper housing and cheaper 
taxes. You can live in Hender¬ 
son and be closer to the ameni¬ 
ties there than in some parts of 
Vanderburgh County.”
